MAINE'S M AJORITY. 


^Democrats Not Discouraged by tho 
R esult. 
T he result of th e election in Maine, Mon­ 
day, shows an extraordinary Republican 
stain on all lianas. Every county has been 
carried by them , and all of th e cities w ith a 
single exception. T he votes of the cities 
aud larger tow ns have been received, and 
form a substantial basis for estim ating the 
result. T here are 507 tow ns and p lan ta­ 
tions in Maine. 
Of these returns have 
been received from 241, w hich give B ur­ 
leigh (Rep.),50,010; P utnam (Dem.), 41,040; 
Cushing (Pro.), 1774; scattering. 907. 
The sam e tow ns in 1886 gave: Republi­ 
can, 48,100; D em ocratic, 3i>,095; Prohibi­ 
tion, 
2442; scattering, 
28. 
B urleigh’s 
plurality, 14,373, against 10,005 in 1886. 
R epublican gain, 4308. The 200 towns to 
h ear from gave in 188u: Republican. 20,831; 
Dem ocratic, 17,194; Prohibition. 1420. 
In 1884 the total vote stood: Republican, 
78,099; D em ocratic, 69.1*54. 
Republican 
plurality, 19,745. Tho Labor vote this year 
is included in th e scattering, but evidently 
some of the scattering should bo assigned to 
th e Prohibition vote. 
T he presidential 
vote in 1884 was sm aller th an th e governor 
vote in the aggregate, hut there was a 
slightly larger plurality, viz., 20.004. 
The returns snow large Republican gains 
in the rural towns, in th e coast towns, 
w here the fisherm en live, th e Republicans 
m ake gains. T he Republicans have gained 
som e 1500 plurality in th e cities over their 
vote of two years ago. 
The Prohibitory party vote. from th e u n ­ 
official returns 
received, has fallen on, 
While the Labor vote is n ex t to nothing. 
The Legislature is largely Republican in 
both branches, as usual. 
Among those 
elected to tire House are ex-Governor Robie 
of Gorham . Joseph H. M anley of Augusta. 
'Jolonel Fred Dow and \V. H. Looney of 
Portland, Lewis A. Barker of Bangor. Hall 
y. Burleigh of Vassalitoro. Jam es VV. W ake­ 
field of Bath. E. L. P ettingall of Pem broke 
Mid Israel W. P ark er of Belfast. 
The proposed constitutional am endm ent, 
providing for annual sessions of the Legis­ 
lature, is overw helm ingly defeated. The 
pronofed am endm ent to th e constitution, 
providing th at th e S tate treasu rer shall not 
he eligible more th an six years successively. 
Is probably adopted.

Congressional returns are incomplete, but 
Boutolle runs ahead of the governor in 
meat of the towns, so that the returns 
already received will indicate that his plu­ 
rality will reach between 4000 and 6000, 
as against 3715 two years ago. Boutelle has 
the largest vote given any candidate in 
Bangor, his plurality in the city being 480, 
aud Burleigh’s plurality 359.

deputy collector, and in no respect from the 
fishery question. 
Striking out the loss in that town and also 
the loss in Deer Isle, which arose from a 
somewhat similar reason, the towns above 
listed have made a gain over 1884 of more 
than 500 votes, and over 1886 of more than 
800 votes.

W a s h i n g t o n , Sept. 14 .— In the Senate 
Mr. P latt’s resolution of yesterday in refer­ 
ence to the copper syndicate having been 
taken up, Mr. Vest re pl od to rem arks m ade 
yesterday by Mr. Hoar, based on an article 
in the New York W orld to Hie effect th a t 
tho President and prom inent Dem ocrats 
had m ade voluntary contributions to the 
cam paign fund. Mr. Vest lead a despatch 
w hich lie had received from W illiam L. 
Scott, saying: 
“T here is not a word of tru th in Mr. 
H oar’s statem ent.” 
Mr. Hoar rem arked th a t his point was that. 
w hile Dem ocrats from tho President down, 
were talking about trusts, it was proper 
th at the people should know th at the great 
monopolies and trusts of the country were 
on tin Dem ocratic side, were contributing 
to tile D em ocrat1 c cam paign fund, and were 
zealous for the election of tho present occu­ 
pant ol tho W hite House. 
Mr. Vest I understand tho senator from 
M assachusetts to state now th at lie m akes 
no objection or criticism on the voluntary 
contributions by m em bers of the Demo­ 
cratic party or by executive officers. 
Mr. H oar—I will m ake my own subscrip­ 
tion to the extent of my ability and beyond 
my 
ability 
before this cam paign gets 
through. 
Mr. \ est asked Mr. Hoar to m ake good 
his statem ent in yesterday s debate in 
reference to there being a representative of 
the (standard Oil (.om pauy in Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s cabinet, or to adm it that it was 
groundless. He then drifted to the question 
of the tariff bill and charged tho Republi­ 
can m em bers w ith 
having deliberately 
avoided the consideration of the Mills bill. 
He rem em bered th at Mr. Sherm an had. 
tim e and again, stood iii the Senate!L um ber 
and said to the Dem ocrats: “B ring your 
tar ff bill bere, from tho House, and we will 
take it up at o n c e and dispose of It.” 
W here, lie asked, was the Mills bill to­ 
day? \\ hat bad become of the declaration 
in the Republican platform th at the in­ 
equalities of the tariff were to be reformed. 
No bill had been reported back from the 
com m ittee on finance, and he doubted very 
m uch w hether any tariff bill would be re­ 
ported back. 
The R epublican T ariff Hill, 
Mr. Sherm an replied to Mr. V est. who 
seemed, he said, to be anxious for a political 
del ate, lie did not dare to indulge in it to 
a great extent. It had taken the Dem o­ 
cratic House from the first Monday in De­ 
cem ber till tho 23d of duly to fram e a 
"m eagre tariff bill,” not a careful revision 
of the tariff, but a bill m oulded and tw isted 
out of ail proDortion from tim e to tim e by 
the opposing argum ents and dem ands of in­ 
dividual D em ocrats in the House. The Mills 
bill had been sent to the Senate ill-shapen, 
unsatisfactory, lull of im possibilities and 
only em bracing a portion of the tariff list. 
Not only that, h u t during th at long incuba­ 
tion, iii secret and in silence, the House 
com m ittee on w ays and m eans had refused 
to h e ir a single citizen of the U nited States, 
refused to take any open testim ony, and 
denied a hearing to laboring men. m anu­ 
facturers and the representatives of all the 
interests attacked. 
The people expected the Senate to be 
careful. They knew w hat the D em ocratic 
party proposed, and they expected the 
finance com m ittee of the Senate to give 
them a m easure in th e opposite direction. 
Tho com m ittee intended to do it, but it 
would take its own tim e ab,,ut it and if the 
House of R epresentatives asked to prolong 
this session an t i the tariff bill Was report­ 
ed, it would have to w ait until the finance 
com m ittee was ready to report. 
T hat 
wouhl btl done as soon as it could be prop 
erly done after the hearing of every ira n 
th a t could he aff ected by the bill. 
The bill which the finance com m ittee 
would propose for the Mills bill would be 
satisfactory to the people of the country, 
and would be approved by them , and there 
would be at the W hite House an executive 
w ho would give his approval to it, if Mr. 
C leveland should decline t » do so during 
Mio period of his term still rem aining. 
Bassing on lo the question of general ooli­ 
th s. Mr. Sherm an >aid lie had no sym pathy 
w ith th a t class of m en who felt th at they 
were holier th an others who had a code of 
m orals beyond the power of m en to carry 
out. who were not satisfied w ith anybody or 
anything, and for whom nobody else was 
good enough. The nam e of “m ugw um p” 
was no t exactly th at which should be given 
to such mon. He thought th at no appro­ 
priate nam e had ye* been coined for them 
except th at of Pharisee. He had no regard 
for them . 
“ H a g g a rd Should be Hastened." 
Mr. Vest reolied to Mr. Sherm an, and told 
an anecdote illustrative of the delay of the 
om m itteo on finance. It was th at of a deb­ 
tor who had signed a note to fall due in two 
years, but had w ritten it "H aggard not to 
be hastened.” when suit was brought, and 
this proviso was pleaded iii defence. The 
judge ruled th at it was quito tim e th at H ag­ 
gard was "hastened. ’ 
The Dem ocratic party, Mr. Vest 
con- 
tineed, shirked no issue. President Cleve­ 
land. if he had chosen to skulk behind any 
other issue than th at of the tariff, would 
have been re-elected by the largest m ajority 
ever known in American history. But like 
an honest man he had sent to Congress his 
message, which had struck w ith a steel 
point tim shield of tim protective system. 
Mr. Cleveland had said in th at message, 
and tho Dem ocratic party had said in the 
Mills bill, th a t no injury was proposed to 
any Am erican interest. 
All th at it was 
proposed to do was to reform the inequali­ 
ties of tlie Tariff, and on th a t issue the 
D em ocratic party was ready to go to the 
country. 
Mr. Allison, chairm an of tho sub-com­ 
m ittee of the com m ittee on finance, said 
th a t even if there w ere no tariff bill in the 
way of an adjournm ent, Congress co lid not 
yet adjourn on account of the fact that all 
of tlie appropriation bills had not yet be­ 
come laws.

W hat Tariff Reform Weans for Ameri­ 


can Workingmen. 


The Eight Course Taken on the Fish­ 


eries Question. 


N ew York, Sept. 16.—Tho W orld will 
tom orrow print tho following from the pen 
of T. C. Crawford: 
Washington. Sept. lo .—Sneaker Carlisle 
is one of the busiest mon in W ashington. 
H e has quito as m any dem ands upon his 
tim e and attention as has the President. 
I 
have t ailed upon Mr. Carlisle a num ber of 
tim es during the week for the purpose of 
getting an authorized interview , but it was 
only after several efforts th a t the speaker 
was able to find the tim e to go over the 
issues of the dav. 
He was first asked: "Do you think the 
D em ocrats will win this fall, and, if so. 
upon what do you base your belief ?” 
"I feel quito sure of success. Unless I am 
greatly m istaken we will carry all the 
States heretofore classed as doubtful, and 
som e others besides. T here are m an v rea­ 
sons why I entertain this opinion, hut Itta 
sufficient to say generally th a t I think Mr. 
Cleveland is m uch stronger personally as a 
candidate than he was in 1884. and I am 
satisfied the D em ocratic party is stronger 
as an organization than it was then.” 
Mr Cleveland has given tho country a 
clear, horn st and business-like adm inistra­ 
tion, and ho has been constantly grow ing in 
the estim ation of the substant a1 business 
m en and sensible people of the country. 
The application of Dem ocratic principles in 
the adm inistration of the governm ent has 
greatly improved tho public service, while 
none of the apprehensions entertained by 
our opponents four years ago have been 
realised. In looking over the whole situa­ 
tion, it is difficult to see any substantial 
reason w hy there should he a change, and I 
think this is the view taken of tho subject 
by a large m ajority of the people.”

It 
is not at all necessary to reduce tho wages 
of labor in order to reduce the cost of pro­ 
duction, aud intelligent laborers In all parts 
of the country can road and understand 
this when it is properly presented to them ” 
"How do you account for the largely in ­ 
creased appropriations of this Congress as 
com pared w ith previous ones?” 
"The situation has been different from 
w hat it was iii any Congress since my ser­ 
vice began here. In tho first place, how­ 
ever. the m iscellaneous appropriation for 
public buildings, lighthouses, private pen­ 
sions and claim s of various kinds against 
tho governm ent are alw avs m uch larger at 
a long session than at a short one. and 
these 
have considerably 
increased the 
am ount of appropriations at thiN session. 
"Tho river and harbor bill, as it passed 
Congress at tho last session, and failed be­

As before S t a t e n , no river nnd 
harbor bill becam e a law during tho last 
session, and the bill passed at tiffs session 
appropriated $22,397,016.90.

ations which came over to this session from 
tho last one am ount to tile sum of $28,286,* 
404.87. and, if this “-urn i* deducted from 
th e aggregate and charged where it prop­ 
erly belongs, lite excess of appropriations 
over last year is v e r y sm all. 
"in this connection I think it would bo 
proper to call attention to the fact th at 
there have actually been 
Appropriated for P e n sio n s 
during Mr. Cleveland’s adm inistration $12,- 
819,003.82 more than was appropriated for 
tlie sam e purpose during tho adm inistra­ 
tions of Presidents Garfield and A rthur. 
For

navy

has been ap­ 
propriated $17,Glo,561 
more than was 
appropriated 
during 
tho 
preceding 
Republican adm inistration, and for the 
postal 
service 
th e

lins been 
$54,490,485.14. In view of Ute facts as 
shown DV the t ee oui, I think our Republi­ 
can friends ought not to com plain of in­ 
creased appropriations. If ail the am end­ 
m ents proposed by the Republican Senate 
to the appropriation biffs, as they passed 
the D em ocratic House, had been agreed lo, 
the am ount appropriated curing Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s adm inistration would have been at 
least $73,500,000 more than it is. 
"Do you think tho Dem ocrats will have 
as large a m ajority in the next Congress as 
they have in tiffs?” 
"I think our m ajority will bo increased. 
T here are a great m any close districts tit 
the country, some of which were carried by 
the Republicans and some by tho Demo­ 
crats. and I think we h av en better chance 
to gain in such districts than our opponents.

B ut when the inform ation reached hero 
th a t the Chinese governm ent still had the 
treaty undor consideration. I believed it 
was wise and proper to suspend a dion on 
th e bill until the final determ ination ot th a t 
governm ent should be known. 
"W e have an undoubted right to protect 
ourselves against the influx of an undesir­ 
able population, and if this treaty shall be 
rejected by China, I ain certain th a t public 
sentim ent will require the prom pt passage 
of tile biff w hich has passed the House aud 
is now pending in the Seuate.” 
"Do you regard the tariff question as the 
only issue in the campaign'. ’ 
I do not regard it as the only issue, hut in 
my opinion it is, and will continuo to bo. 
the controlling one. It involves the whole

encam pm ent has elected Hon. 
W illiam 
W arner of Kansas City conm tauder-iu-chtef 
for tho ensuing \ear. 
Rev. 8. G. U pdike of D akota was chosen 
chaplain-in-chief at the afternoon session, 
and R. M, D ew itt of Iowa was elected 
surgeon-general. The com m ittee on reso­ 
lutions subm itted its reto rt, the part re­ 
ferring to pensions boing as follow s; 
Resolved T hat it is the sense of this en­ 
cam pm ent th a t tho tim e has corno when 
the soldiers and sailors of the war for the 
preservation of tho Union should receive 
the 
substantial 
and 
m erited 
recog­ 
nition of tiffs governm ent by granting 
them service pensions, and further re 
solved th a t this encam pm ent favors the 
presentation to Congress of a hill which 
shall give to every soldier or sailor, who 
served the United States betw een April. 
18i!I and July, 1865, for aperiod of 60 days 
or more, a service pension of $8 a m onth. 
and to those whose service exceeded HOO 
(lays, att additional pension of one cent per 
day per m onth for the service tit excess of 
th at period. 
Your com m ittee also earnestly recom ­ 
m end the prenatation of a biff placing tho 
widows of Union soldiers, sailors and m a­ 
rines on the pension list, w ithout regard to 
the tim e of service or the cause of tho sol­ 
dier’s death. 
Your com m ittee further re 
port that we do not w ithdraw our support 
of the hill now before Congress, w hich was 
proposed amt indorsed bp the pension com­ 
m ittee. known as the disability pension 
bill. 
A special 
resolution was offered and 
adopted unanim ously appropriating *fioo 
for im m ediate use in relieving tho necessi­ 
ties of member'! of the organization who are 
suffering from th e yellow fever epidem ic in 
Florida. A nother business session will bo 
held tomorrow. 
W illiam W arner of Kansas City, who 
who was on Thursday last elected com­ 
m ander in-cliiof of the G. A. R., at Colum­ 
bus. (),, was Lorn ut L afayette county, W ia. 
Ju n e 11, 1839. Early in the w ar he enlisted 
in the T hirty-third Wisconsin Regim ent 
and filled tim positions of first lieutenant, 
assistant ad ju tan t general and m ajor: em i­ 
grated to Missouri in 1865, locating in 
Kansas City, w here he was shortly after­ 
ward adm itted to the bar. Minco th a t tim e 
he has been a prom inent and successful 
politician, having twice been elected to 
Congress from his district on the Republi­ 
can ticket, overcom ing a heavy opposition 
m inority. 
Major W arner has beeu active 
and popular in tho ranks of the G. A. R. of 
the >\ est for m any years.

Kansas the Only State th at Shows < 
Falling Off. 
T its report of the D epartm ent of Agricul 
titre for Sept. I makes tho average couditioi 
of corn 94.2; w heat, 77.3; oats, 87.2; rya 
92.8; barley. 86.9; buckw heat, 93.7: pot* 
toes, 91.6; and tobacco, 87. The returni 
show b ut very slight falling off from th e ex­ 
ceptionally high August report of m aize, 
th e general average having declined but 
one point during the m onth. T he loss is 
alm ost entirely in Kansas, w here drought 
aud hot, dry w inds caused a decline of ll 
points since th e last re p o rt T his high 
average of condition has been exceeded bul 
once during th e past lo y ears in 1885,when 
it stood a t 95. and th e largest crop ever 
grown was harvested. In the seven com 
surplus States the average of condition is 
95. against 64 at the same tim e in 1887. 
The average condition of spring and w in­ 
ter w heat when harvested was 7 .3. against 
82 last year, and 87.8 in Ihsu. T he w inter 
w heat States show a slight im provem ent 
over the lust report of conditions July, b u t 
there has been a serious decline in th© 
soring w heat region of. the iSorthwest. 
Chinch bu,;* w ere again a serious evil in 
port ii its o f w isconsin and M innesota, whilo 
unseas liable : ains a t and after harvest 
m aterially lowered th e condition in these 
States and in portions of Iowa. Frost be- 
tween the 16th and 18th of the m onth did 
som e injury iu th e Red aud Jim Rivei 
valleys. 
The general average of oats at tim e of 
harvest was four points tower than a t th* 
last report. In only one year siuce 1881 
lias the Septem ber report made con lit ion 
less than no—IHS*—when it was 83.4. T he 
decline tins year was m ainly in th e spring 
w heat to ito i of th e Northwest, and on ac­ 
count of ru st and u s favorable m eteorologi­ 
cal conditions at the tim e of harvest. 
Barley has declined slightly, w hile buck­ 
wheat shows sm all im provem ent.

To ascertain whether or not lambs were 
affected in the same way. and also to 
determine the economic value and tho ef­ 
fort on the health and digestion of foods 
rich and poor in nitrogenous compounds, an 
experiment was undertaken during the 
winter of 1887-8. 
From a flock of about 
I (XI lambs, six months old. six were chosen 
with great care with reference to uniform­ 
ity in size. weight and shape.

blah lots were fed good mixed timothy 
end clover hay. great care l#iiig taken to 
give them only so much as they would eat 
up clean. 
All ate the r rations with avidity up to 
pear the last of December, when that of lot 
II had to ne reduced for a short tim e to two 
pounds, and later on for three riavs they re­ 
ceived nothing but bay. as they refused to 
eat their cornm eal; i1 was not until March 
I.when four pounds of mangolds were added 
to the rations of both lots, that they could 
be induced to cat their full ration. 
According to the German standards of 
feeding rations, one to four is the narrowest 
(that is. one part of protein or rnuscle-pro- 
ri tieing food to four parts of carbohydrates 
or heat and fat producing), and one tos ven 
tho widest ratio advisable for the purpose of 
fattening sheep. Since the nutritive ratio 
of Hie food of one lot was below the lower oI 
these ratios, and that of the other above the 
high r. it is natuial for us to expect marked 
results. Those results wore no;ice >blo al­ 
most from the I eginm tigof th eex 5»erinieiit. 
The lambs of lot I. were lit cher, more sport­ 
ive. plumper, aud showed f ir better de­ 
velopment and growth than those of lot ll. 
The difference in tho amount of water 
that was drunk as the experiment pro­ 
gressed was very marked 
l.oi I drunk hi 
pounds in <> days: lot ll. 21% pounds 
The 
solid voiding* were of a very different 
character, those of lot I being soft while 
those of lot ll were hard and dry up to 
March I. when the ration of inangoids was 
lidded. 
It was evident by March I that lot II 
wonld not become fat enough or here suffi­ 
cient development w ithout s< me change in 
the ration, to compare with lot I. so a 
chang' of ration became imp rati vc. Table 
I shows that the added root ration not only 
toned up the digestion of lot ll, and enabled 
ti em to com time in re corn meal than they 
c uld without it. aud to make a gain of ti 
percent, more in one month than they had 
in the two previous months, hut it shows 
that lot I was greatly benefited by the addi­ 
tion of roots to their loud. Their average 
gain for the four preceding periods was 
11“* per cent. The audition of tho roots 
apparently increase I it to lo per cent. 
The average gain of lot II for tho ratne 
period wa* 7% per cent. The addition of 
ti e 4 pounds of roots increased this to 13 
I cr cent.

four founds, while lot ll made 2.29 pounds 
per day for every 1000 pounds of livo 
weight.

Ayrshire or 
Holstein bull calf for $50, and has credit 
enough to borrow the money, if he doesn’t 
buy the calf, iii niije cases out of ten it is 
because he thinks he don’t need it. Face 
him up before a harvest of only 20 or 80 
acres of grain, and you will see nim plunge 
into debt for a self-hinder or other ma­ 
chinery with all the nerve in the world. 
I ast fall the dairy farmers contiguous to 
Fort Atkinson bought 200 feed cutters. How 
many of them bought a thoroughbred bull? 
Maybe ad o en, net more. They have ex­ 
pended money lil>erallv to save money in 
feed. hut scarcely anything to improve and 
make more profitable the machine tho feed 
goes into. 
What is the use of economically feeding 
a wasteful machine? W hat is the use of 
pouring costly feed into a cow that will not 
return ever 150 or 175 pounds of butter, 
wli n the same feed given to another cow 
will return 250 pounds of butter.’ W hat is 
the use to keep on year in and year out 
m ilking a cow' for the cheese factory that 
returns only ..OOO pounds of milk, which,

The grain in butter that is now demanded 
bv 
the best-paying consumer is not a 
peculiarity that can be led into or bred intl) 
a cow. It is simply skill on the part of tho 
maker of the butter in so churning as to 
free the butter from the buttermilk and in­ 
corporating the salt without breaking the 
natuial globules of fat. This is easily ac­ 
complished by chilling the butter, just as 
the buttermilk appears, by adding a couple 
of gallons of water, ccid enough to reduce 
the temperature of the contents of tho 
churn to 55 , or a little below, and so little 
working of the after product that these 
globules are not brokon or flattened, but 
simply pressed together sufficiently to ex­ 
pel tho water and give the butter a solid 
texture. Then when the butter “sets” it is 
easily broken off. leaving a ragged rupture, 
and w hen one succeeds in doing this, which 
is no great effort, the superiority of granular 
bulter will be accepted by the maker and 
often followed. Granular nutter is simply 
just butter with 12 per cent. of moisture in­ 
stead or 20 per cent. of an admixture of 
water, salt, cheese, sugar, albumen, etc. 
The cold water carries out these substances, 
with the excess of salt, and tells why peo­ 
ple like granular butter. 
Next to a good cow is a good place to man­ 
ufacture her product, atm especially is this 
so in any of tho appliances in associated 
dairying. When the factory is new and 
ch an it is a source of pride, but neglect in 
sanitary precautions soon brings it under 
tile pub* of criticism. No reason exists way 
an ‘ old’’ factory should not be kept clean 
ami free from stench and rottenness. Cheap 
tiles and cheap cem ent make a perfect 
floor. Drain tiles make a perlect conduit 
for all kinds of slop, and whey can be 
carried tar beyond any damaging Influence 
upon milk or cream. The day should be 
over for building creameries or factories 
upon stilts, so that the spaco beneath the 
fluors can become a depository for all kinds 
of rotten dairy refuse. Hot water and land 
plasier sprinkled about the presses, etc., 
aller a clean-up will be a great promoter of 
sweetness and pure air. 
Hie last number 
of Hoard’s Dairyman says that "the rotten 
slouohiness of patrons with cans, filthy 
cheese makers, and rotten rennet skins ’ 
should go. And we add that they should 
go as sn object lesson that the owners 
are becoming 
wide 
awake 
and 
pro­ 
gressive. and not fall with all their sins into 
tho hands of—the sanitary police, The time 
is not far distant when the dairy creameries 
and health boards of the State will, in the 
interest of pure, clean dairy produce, raid 
these old and untidy factories, and tlmn 
they will be legally cleaned up or out. This 
is “why” this hint is thrown out. Of a 
truth all the conditions of tine dairying 
cannot bo fully complied with, but tho 
steady purposo to realize them should never 
be abandoned. The dairy herd can be im­ 
proved. for such things have bern per­ 
sistently sought by som e-and realized. It 
is not a greater thing to do than tho im­ 
provement in 
sh ep brought about 
by 
the 
breeders 
within 
the 
past 
few 
years. 
Dairy stock cannot bo improved 
if a mixing of all breeds is carelessly 
permitted 
to 
go 
on. 
It 
must 
be 
realized by the line breeding, the matter of 
superior qualities.superior iii the dairy line, 
not all the qualities of Hie different types 
of cattle.—[.National Stockman.

3. To reduce the production of both fat 
and lean meat. 
Not one of these three important eff ects 
Is desirable in sheep husbandry; hence we 
may conclude that corn alone is not the best 
food for sheep. 
In these experiment* in feeding lambs 
there appears to be no evidence that the 
ration rich in nitrogen caus* d any marked 
increase of lean m eat in lot I over lot ii.

Some suggestions to farm laborers who 
have families may be acceptable, especially 
if they work by the day. Since the advent 
of so much farm machinery there is not a 
constan demand for cuch labor, and he 
does well who earns $150 a year. There is 
a better way for many through this wilder­ 
ness of effort and anxiety. It is a trite say­ 
ing that if a man is worth 81 a day to some 
other person, he is worth $2 to himself. I 
propose that the laborer be his own em ­ 
ployer. and will start out with tile assertion 
that more in value can be raised from an 
aero of land than one’s yearly wages. 
It is 
easy fora good man to induce a farmer to 
lease him from one to five acres for a term 
of years for sm all fruit and gardening pur­ 
poses. The custom is for the owner to fur­ 
nish manure seeds and team to do Hie re­ 
quired work. and he receives one-third for 
his share. A propagating house wbouia be 
noeded lo 
start 
plants 
early. A suit­ 
able oho can bo constructed for $25, and 
heat can bo generated in an oil stove at 
small expense. The landowner should build 
tho house, for he would soon come to regard 
it a desirable farm fixture. It is not neces­ 
sary to be located near a large town. A 
thickly settled 
agricultural 
community 
will do. with a village or two not too re­ 
mote. Farmers as a class have very poor 
gardens, but I hey like good things as well 
as anybody, and they are liberal purchasers 
of such vegetables as they do not raise. I 
will enumerate most articles which should 
be grown iii such a country garden : Early 
lettuce.radishes.bcets.cucuuihers. squashes, 
tomatoes, onions, parsnips, celery, cabbage 
and berries. No farmer will have these 
early, and all want them the year round if 
possible. Generally these can be sold for 
cash, and always can be exchanged for 
flour, meat butte.* and eggs, just what the 
gardener’s family needs, Any surplus can 
bo sold iii 
the village. 
Berries can be 
canned and dried, cucumbers pickled and 
cabbage made into sauerkrout; and mat­ 
ters can bo so arranged that there w ill be 
something to sell every day in tho year. 
That lathier does hest who bas some 
thin,: to sell bes’des his labor. Another ad­ 
vantage is be can keep bis children em­ 
ployed profitably instead of allowing them 
to run the streets, contracting all manner of 
evil habits; bes des. he can have opportu­ 
nity to help his neigh bors occasionally when 
work hurries. It seems to me that so order­ 
ing one’s affairs is in cons' nance with tho 
fitness of things in all respects. No fears 
need be entertained that a crop will not be 
raised, for seedtime and harvest are prom­ 
ised, and plenty of manure and elbow 
grease will succeed every time, The sense 
of independence such a courso gives is ines­ 
timable. Laborer, the door is open; walk 
in and be happy! 
W hile the beginner 
should not stake all on one, two or three 
vegetables, but grow most sorts that are 
likely to be in demand in his own neighbor­ 
hood, it is well to contemplate a moment 
what could be done with single crops: Six 
thousand cabbages can be raised on an acre, 
and at tho very low price of ;; cents it 
amounts to $180; 4000 bushels ot onions 
is an ordinary crop, and they are worth 
$200; 1200 bushels of French turnips can 
be made and at 25 cents it is $300. I have 
been experim enting with a new, large, 
white French radish which is continually 
juicy and tender until the scedstaik is far 
advanced. 
Three sucres ive crops can be 
grown on the -ame land in a season. (I have 
no seed for sale.) In measuring a certain 
space and counting the bulbs I find that 
052,800 can be raised on an acre in tho 
three crops, and at tho usual retail price, 
o for 5 cents, they would amount to $6040; 
hut call it one crop aud tho sum would bo 
$1(580; then allow one-half for seeds that 
might not germinate or plants mature, and 
there is loft $840; let this bo reduced still 
farther bv 50 per cent for the retailer's 
profit, and $420 remains. This last figure 
is so far below what can be done that I ara 
almost ashamed to write it. The possibil­ 
ities of the producing powers ot land are 
beyond human knowledge.—[Tho Tribune.

The Im portance of a Good Cow. 
We have often looked at, talked at and 
wrote at a certain class of dairy farmers 
with a view of getting an idea ourself as to 
what they considered theireal foundations 
of success in dairying, Go to their farms 
and in a friendly way strive to get down to 
their bottom ideas, and you will often bo 
astonished at the little amount of thought 
ana judgment they Ii ive put forth on Hic 
question: How shall I make the largest 
profit possible in the business of keeping 
cows? 
A very large proportion of the tanners 
who patronize cheese factories and dream­ 
eries are only hall-hearted dairymen. They 
are not really dead iii ' ament. They have 
loose, illy formeJ notions about the kind of 
a cow to keep, and also how they should 
keep her. 
You can see that they do not 
show the nerve and pluck in trying to im­ 
prove their herd titan does the farmer who 
has made un Ids mind that it doesn’t pay to 
play at the business. 
Take, for instance, the first consideration 


ifornia, has been extensively operated in 
southwestern France for years, the United 
States having been heavy importers, pay­ 
ing fancy prices for the product. The pro­ 
cess is quite simple. The theory is-to ex­ 
tract the juice from the fruit and replace it 
with sugar syrup, which, upon hardening, 
preserves the fruit from decay, aud at the 
same tim e retains the. natural shape of the 
fruit. All kinds of fruit are capable of 
being preserved under this process. Though 
the method is very simple, there is a cer­ 
tain skill required that is only.acquired by 
practice. Tho several successive steps in 
tho process are about as follows: First, the 
same care In selecting and grading the 
fruit should be taken as 
for canning: 
that is, 
the 
fruit 
should 
be 
all of 
one size, and us near (bo same ripeness as 
possi blo. The exact degree of ripeness is of 
great importance, which is at that stage 
when fruit is best for canning. Peaches, 
pears, etc., are pared and out in halves as 
for canning; 
plum*, 
cherries, etc., are 
pitted. The fruit having thus been care­ 
fully prepared, is then put in a basket or 
bucket with a perforated bottom and im 
mersed in boiling water. 
The object of 
this is to dilute and extract tho mice of tho 
fruit. The length of tim e the fruit is im- 
metsed is the most im poi tant part of the 
process. It left too long, it is overcooked 
and becomes soft; if not immersed long 
enough, the juice is not sufficiently ex­ 
tincted, 
which 
prevents a perfect ab­ 
sorption of the sugar. After the fruit bas 
been thus scalded and ailowed to cool, it 
can again bo 
assorted 
as 
to softness. 
The next step is tho syrup, which is made 
of white sugar aud water. 'Hie softer tile 
fruit, the heavier the syrup required. Or­ 
dinarily, about 70' Balling’s saceharometer 
is about the proper weight for the syrup, 
The fruit is then placed in earthen pans 
and covered with syrup, where it is left to 
remain about a week 
Tho sugar enters 
tho fruit, and displaces what juice remained 
after the scalding prof ess. The Hu t now 
re>mires careful watching, as fermentation 
will soon take place, and when this has I 
reached a cert iin stave th * fruit and syrup I 
is heated to a boiling degree, which checks j 
the fermentation. 
This heating process j 
should be repeated na often as necessary for j 
about six weeks. The fruit is then taken 
out of tho syrup and washed in clean water, i 
and is then ready to la* either g aced or 
crystallized, as the operator may wish, lf 
glazed, tho fruit is dipped in thick sugar 
syrup and left to harden quickly in the 
open air 
If it is to be crystallized, dip in 
tho same kind of syrup, but is made to cool 
and harden slowly, thus causing the sugar 
which covers the fruit to crystallize. The 
trait is now ready for boxing and shipping. 
Fruit thus prepared will keep in any cli­ 
mate and stand transportation.

S e le c tin g a n d r r e s o r v ln g S eed C o rn — 
T n p ln r k e d C orn fo r t h e S ilo . 
In selecting a few bushels of seed corn 
with special reference to improvement of 
the crop, as well as to having seed with 
strong vitality, I should prefer selecting in 
the field before the crop is fully matured, 
because this will enable one to judge of the 
stalk as well as the ear, and of the early 
maturing of both ear and stalk compared 
with their surroundings 
In preserving this corn I should select the 
most convenient 
method which 
would 
alloy.’ the cars to become quite thoroughly 
dried before severe cold weather, and then 
keep them dry-perfectly free from varia­ 
tions in temperature. 
Artificial heat in 
moderate degrees is helpful, but not often 
essential in this latitude with fairly early 
maturing varieties. 
I do not attach importance to any one 
method. The old plan of "braiding up” the 
ears bv their husks by pairs and hanging 
over wires, ropes or poles in a warm, dry 
place, is, perhaps, as effective as any. A 
patented corkscrew-like wire to put in each 
* ar is excellent. Cutting off' the tips of the 
ears, m aking a hole through them length­ 
wise, theidstringing a dozen or 20 on a wire 
probably gives help in the thorough drying 
of very large ears. In all ordinary cases no 
trouble will come if the ears are spread 
thinly on the floor or In crates, if kept in a 
warm, dry place. 
I do not think it has been proven that am 
degree of cold we have ever had here will 
perceptibly injure the corn which hasbeen 
well dried before being exposed to the cold. 
Raoid drying in a high temperature I think 
objectionable.—[Rural New Yorker. 


of cases in sowing unclean seed, more or 
less weed seed is sown, and this is some­ 
thing always to he avoided. 
A strong, vigorous plant is an important 
item in securing the hest yield, and good 
, geed is necessary to obtain this. 
It is not 
only necessary that tho seed should contain 
1 sufficient vitality to germinate, but that the 
j plant it sends forth should be strong and 
| vigorous, and bo able to make a good start to 
grow. lf this is done the seed m ust be of 
I the best quality. Good soil. well prepared, 
I good seed, properly sown, aud thorough cul­ 
tivation in good season, are what may be 
termed the true essentials of a good crop, 
and general Iv in proportion as these ace 
given will be th*! results secured. Each is 
important in itself, and a failure to give 
cither will affect the result. The difference 
in the centi between good seed aud that of a 
poor quality is a small item in coiimari.sou 
with the risk in the results to be secured. In 
addition to this, the use of poor seed aids 
very materially to loner tho quality of the 
product, and to cause the seed to run out, 
while on the oilier hand a very careful 
selection and using of the very best w ill aid 
very materially to gradually improve it. 


Urtplucked Corn for the Silo. 
It is perfectly feasible to preserve un­ 
plucked com in a silo. The fodder is much 
better there than tied up in tho field in 
shocks to weather until fed out. There is 
no economy in nulling off the ears. It makes 
no difference about Hie money or market 
value of corn East or West so long as it is 
grown for home use. How to get this home­ 
grown coi n to tho animals in the best aud 
cheapest way is the question. 
Corn for the silo is usually allowed to get 
mature, passing from the milk to the glazed 
stauo, before cutting for the silo. Tile ob­ 
ject is to get ( ach stalk, by thin planting, to 
produce an ear of grain. At this period the 
arain bas reached its highest development 
of food value, and at the same tim e is in a 
condition to be assimilated with the least 
expenditure of physical force. Each day’s 
subsequent drying of this fodder increases 
the work of the animal in ma t earing and 
digesting it, and husking, grinding, steam­ 
ing. etc., a e resorted to for the purpose of 
assisting the animal to obtain what was 
readily available to bim in tho gla ing 
stage. Th * same rule applies to the stalks; 
therefore we resort to the silo to preserve 
the succulence of the fodder. To husk, 
crib, grind aud fred the meal costs labor and 
money fully equal to one fourth of the 
value of the crop. 
Now. why separate the oar from tho stalk? 
Lot the two go into the silo together, and 
be fed without the labor of separation. 'Hie 
final object of separation is only to bring 
the two elem ents of feed together at last. 
The new way of tilling the silo slowly, so as 
to develop heat to 125J before adding a 
fresh layer, enables us to preserve the food 
value of the grain free from acetic or vine 
gar acid, and to feed it in a more attractive 
manner tothe animal than any meal ration, 
no matter how much troub'e we may take 
to make the latter presentable. I made ob­ 
servations last winter among hundreds of 
silos, and the testimony of tho owners was 
that undor no consideration will they ever 
again husk corn to he ted upon the farm, 
when the silo, with its later ideas of tilling, 
preserves the grain so perfectly and gives 
such satisfactory results. It may bo well to 
husk some corn for the hens, and for a few 
other minor wants for the farm; but for 
cattle, hogs, sheep and goats, the farmer 
with a g od wooden silo, that preserves 
ensilage as no stone silo can, has no occa­ 
sion to husk coni for stock, save in a lim it­ 
ed way.—[Agriculturist. 


T H E F R U I T . 
*' ' • 
E v a p o r a te d 
a n il C r y sta lliz e d F r u its 
W ill K eep in A n y C lim a te . 
Rochester is the recognized centre of the 
evaporated and dried fruit industry of the 
United States, which during recent years 
has assumed very large proportions, Hie 
goods being shipped in large quantities to 
all of tho leading markets of the world. No 
finer fruit is produced on ibis continent 
than is grown in the territory embraced un­ 
der the name of western New York, com­ 
prising some 12 of tho most fertile and 
richest counties of the Empire State. Tho 
cultivation of trait, especially apples, has 
superseded all other agricultural products, 
and has proved the most remunerative to 
the growers. 
W ithin a radius of -lo miles of Rochester 
there are more than 1500 evaporators, from 
tho small farmhouse drier of a capacity of 
25 bushels a day, to the large s'eam evap­ 
orators, drying 800 
to 1000 bushels of 
apples each 2t hours. These evaporators 
give employment during tJae autumn and 
early winter months to at least no,oho 
hands, who average from $5 to 812 a week, 
according to experience and usefulness. 
The production during tho past season, 
1887, may bo well considered tho largest 
since the inception of the business, some 15 
years ago. A careful estimate places tho 
total quantity at about 80.ouo.ooo pounds, 
wort'n at first cost some $2,000,000. 
’Hie trait is usually packed in cares of two 
cubic foot measurement, holding 50 pounds 
net, the product of, say, 8Va bushels of green 
apples. 
The refuse of the apples, such as tho par­ 
ings and cores, are dried, and form the base 
of all the cheap jellies manufactured at 
present. The quantity produced last season 
will aggregate some 12,OOu,OOO pounds, so 
that not a particle of the fruit is wasted. 
The principal consuming countries abroad 
are Germany, England. Belgium, Holland 
and Franco, in which the new product has 
entirely displaced the old-fashioned, sun­ 
dried fruit. There were shipped alone to 
France during 5 887 some 1,8.000 barrels of 
a quality known as chopped or sliced apple, 
which is dried without being either pared 
or cored, and is used chiefly tor the produc­ 
tion of cider, cheap wines and distillation 
when tho vineyards of France suffer from 
the phylloxera. 
Some 4,000.000 pounds 
were exported during the season, of which 
more than one-half were shipped from 
Rochester.

C rystallized 
F ruits. 
The follow ing is tho prize essay on this 
subject, by J. J. Pratt, superintendent of 
the Sutter Packing and Canning Company, 
read at the last m eeting of the California 
State Board of Horticulture; 
The process of preserving fruits in a crys 
ta'lized or glaced form is attracting consid 
er.tbie attention at tho present time. This 
process, though comparatively new in Cal-

With a good grain drill, sowing wheat 
presents no difficulties. 
We have drills 
that sow with great accuracy and do the 
work in the most admirable maimer, sow­ 
ing commercial fertilizers at tho : ame time. 
It is not the sowing that requires any 
special consideration, but the preparation 
of the land. August is ore of the best 
mouths in tho year for killing weeds, but 
quack, Canada thistles and other plants 
that spread from the roots can bo killed 
only by ploughing deep enough to get be­ 
low tho loots, and then with tho harrow 
and other implements so work and reduce 
the clods as to e x pose the roots to the sun. 
Acropof glowing oats or barley draws out 
of the soil an immense quantity of water 
and leaves the soil dry, not only on the 
surface, but as deep as the laud was pre­ 
viously ploughed, or deeper. To plough 
this dry soil In August requires a good 
team and a fresh plough point, sometimes 
every day, or oftener. Borne of our best far­ 
mers put three horses a Breast to a sulky 
plough, so arranged that on the hard snots 
the whole weight of the driver can ba 
brought to hear on the beam of ti e plough, 
and thus bold it to its work, while on Hie 
sandy portions the w eigiit is thrown on to 
tho wheels. I have seen admirable work 
th no in this way by a boy, while with an 
ordinary plough it would have taxed the en­ 
durance of a strong man. if tho land is 
tv et I ploughed it is seldom necessary to 
plough it again to the full depth. The 'sub­ 
sequent working consists first of rolling and 
then harrowing, aud if the harrow . pull up 
clods, roll again, and keep rolling and liar- 
rowing till the clods are reduced to powder 
If thoro art* still clods and livo thistle roots 
below, tho land must be ploughed again, 
either with a gang plough or with an ordi­ 
nary plough. We have no better imple­ 
ment for this purpose tln.n a good gang 
plough making three narrow furrows at 
once, and throwing up tho clods where the 
roller and harrows can reach them. It is 
while doing such work as this that the 
faro or wishes he had put three horses on a 
plough the fall previous and given his land 
a deep ploughing after the corn was 
harvested. I hone he will not forget this 
wish the coming fall. We are not working 
our laud enough, 


S ow th e B e st an d C le a n e st B ead . 
Wheat, rye and grass seed are tho princi­ 
pal crops sown in the fall, and with these, 
two items are important; One istouseclean 
seed. and the other is to have seed of the 
very best quality. It is true, that trashy 
seed can be sown either broadcast, or with 
a drill, but at the same time, when trash is 
being sown. good seed is not, and it is 
more difficult to secure a good wheat stand 
with trashy unclean seed. 
It is very im­ 
portant to secure a cond stand, both in 
grass and grain, if Hie nest yield i* to be ob­ 
tained. and it is important, that grass seed 
be sown early to obtain this. lu a majority 


C ro ps and P ro s p e c ts . 
The Prairie Farmer lately warned its 
readers against being gulled by what is 
printed in the interests of board of ti ade 
and other speculative authorities in rela­ 
tion to tile coming price of grain. 
It is 
quito safe to do go now. One of these spec­ 
ulative minds, a leading Chicago operator, 
said, “It would not be a good thing to have 
a great advance in wheat just now. This is 
the tim e for the crop tumor®, and the ad­ 
vance will come later.” Precisely. It w ill 
come, we suppose, when the hulk of the 
crop is out of the hands ot the farmers who 
inado it. 
There has been a persistent effort to keep 
prices down. Nevertheless, No. 2 red win­ 
ter wheat touched 86% cents and No. 2 
spring, 85 cents per bushel on Monday last. 
It. is reported upon the authority of H. D. 
Thompson of Duluth, who certainly is well 
informed, that all spring wheat south of 
the main line of the Northern Pacific rail­ 
way. and probably 20 miles north, is safe 
from frost; and, notwithstanding the dam­ 
age furtlier north when the spring wheat 
was in the milk. and certainly uninjured, a 
lair crop in the N oitiiw est is looked for. 
Tho advice- from Europe, while conflict­ 
ing to a considerable degree, indicate that 
there will, without dount, be a shortage 
there: $100,009,000 worth of wheat w ill be 
rn .rketod. it is reported, by Fran< e. British 
wheat advices indicate a grow ing shortage. 
Added to this. the almost utter failure of the 
potato crop in the British isles will tend to 
increase tho demand for breadstuffs. It is 
not yet tim e for the crops to begin to move 
strongly across the ocean, and Hie rather 
blind statement that tho Russ an crop will 
cover tho losses in England aud France. 
may. we think, tie taken with m any grains 
of allowance, We believe til at sound wheat 
will reach $ I per bushel in Chicago before 
the snow flies. 
We also believe that ourexoort wheat will 
not reach large figures. Tho advance will 
not reach famine prices from present ad­ 
vices, but the farmer will yet get fair prices 
if ho can wait awhile. The gradual advance 
in nrices. notwithstanding the efforts to 
keep them down until the crops shall have 
been moved, undoubtedly strongly points 
this way.—[Prairie Farmer. 


T H E F E R T I L I Z E R S . 


D r a in e d M u ck S w a m p 
fo r C e le r y — 
E x p e r im e n ts tit G e n e v a . 
W. B. M.. Waterford, Penn., wanted to 
know about draining muck swamp, and 
what kind of vegetables it would raise. As 
others may he interested in the same ques­ 
tion I will give what information I eau on 
the subject. 
From actual experience a drained muck 
swamp or marsh is the best celery land 
there is. I have now two acres of such land 
planted rn CO.uOO celevy plants. It is now 
ready to blanch, the first pl anting, being 
from 15 to 18 inches high. It was planted 
July I. and is still growing. Bids fair to 
make largo fine celery. 
No fertilizer of 
any kind was used. This swamp, two years 
ago, was impassable for man or horse. It 
was drained by putting two tile drains to 
the springs that kent it wot, six-inch tile 
being used, putting them down two aud a 
hall feet. Such swamps may som etimes be 
drained with one large, open ditch, two feet 
wide and two feet deep, and left open, but 
they are in the way of ploughing aud culti­ 
vating the ground. 
A swamp 
can 
be 
drained now and 
ploughed this fall, cutting or cleaving grass 
and any bushes there may be, thoroughly 
turning under tho Kod aud letting it rot 
and Ireeze this winter: then next spring 
thoroughly working it fine aud m ellow by 
the use of the rolling cutter harrow. If you 
have none and cannot get o h o , an Acme or 
common harrow wilt do, pi ovid ing you go 
over aud over your ground till it is thor­ 
oughly subdued and in a good state of cul­ 
tivation. Then it may be planted rn onions 
or celery, and I will guarantee it to raise a 
good crop of either the first year. But if 
yen will wait till next spring to break, you 
cannot raise anything the first year. 
I expect to make $400 per acre off this 
kind of land, this Rummer, with my celery 
crop. lf your soil is not cf too light a na­ 
ture on the surface, you can grow celery 
the driest year. Celery requires plenty of 
water or a moist soil to produce good celery 
I am now clearing ami draining eight 
acres of marsh or muck land to be planted 
in colery next year. I cleared one-half acre 
in tho middle of this swamp this summer, 
and planted it to celery for an experiment. 
It was so soft and wet I could not get a 
horse on it to plough, so I prepared the land 
w ith hoe and garden rake. I planted this 
in celery July 15, and now. Aug; st 20, the 
celery is eight inches high and growing 
nicely. I will givo in future num er, direc­ 
tions for raising celery plants, transplant­ 
ing. cultivation and blanching, on this and 
other kinds of soil.—[A, L. Kilter, in Ameri­ 
can Rural Home. 


E x p e rim e n ts a t G en eva. 
A bulletin just issued by the State Experi­ 
m ent Station outlines as below the field of 
investigation undertaken Hie present sea­ 
son aud to be carried forward in the future. 
Tim investigations planned are of a three­ 
fold character. 
1. To determine the influence of fertilizers 
on the chemical composition ot plants. 
2. Tho chem ical composition of our feed­ 
ing stub's. * 
Feeding and digestion experiments. 
That tile application of fertilizers to a soil 
under favorable conditions is followed by 
an increas d crop is well known, b u tle 
what extent they may affect Hie composi­ 
tion of the plant is not so well understood. 
It is to help answer such question, that this 
class of experim ents is designed. For the 
present season our study is confined to the 
grass crop, and the hays from several plats 
of grass differently fertilized are to he 
analyzed to learn whether any differences 
are shown. 
It is intended to analyze all those products 
which enter into our feeding rations, and to 
plato them so before the fat mer that he can 
indue of their nutritive value, and also to 
aid him in compounding a ration from the 
most economical piouunts, and one so bal­ 
anced as to produce good result* under 
proper m anagement of tho animals. Again, 
to call attention to those newer 
feeds, 
grasses, and forage crops that seem worthy 
of his attention 
Carolul analyses of the mineral matter 
(ash), of tho various feeding stuffs are being 
made in order to determine how much of 
the several fertilizing ingredients are being 
removed from the so l by the various crops, 
or iiow much is being returned again to our 
farms in Hie various by-products which 
now come back as feeding stuffs. 
Tile experim ents proposed in feeding are 
of three kinds: I. With cows, fo ra study 
of the influence of certain rations on tho 
m ilk and butter. 2. Fattening rations with 
young animals, including digestion experi­ 
ments. 3. Feeding for fat and for lean with 
sheep, and to ascon ain whether tho food 
influences the composition of tho body fat. 
Besides the above, it is hoped that at an 
early date reoresentath e animals of tho 
several breeds may be added to our herd, 
that the tests may bo more complete. 
Tho staff of the station is now constituted 
as below :

Wheeler, first assistant ; Em m ett 8. Golf, 
horticulturist; M. H. Beckwith, assistant

W in t e r F e e d in g —F eed M ore L ib e r a lly 
—A H in t t o F a r m e r s W h o “ H ito 
o ff M oro T h a n T h e y C an C h e w .” 
As winter 
approaches tho economical 
farmer w ill consider as to how he can best 
utilize tho rough feed accumulated on the 
farm during the past season. Many so­ 
called “practical fanners” feed all the fod­ 
der, tim othy and clover hay produced from 
m any well cultivated fields to stock during 
the winier months to no purpose. They 
find, when spring comes, that their feed is 
all consumed, and their cattle and sheep 
w eighing little if any more than when they 
went into winter quarters. I think Weare 
not as well educated in the art of feeding 
as we are in tho art cf producing ami 
havosting feed. 
Too many of. us feed 
only for the 
purpose of 
getting 
our 
stock 
through 
tho. winter, 
and 
arc 
pretty well pleased with the result if all 
come out alive. Tho trouble Is we winter 
mote stock than we can care for properly. 
We throw away 
thousands 
of dollars' 
worth of feed annually from which we have 
realized no profit. Reduce your docks and 
herds-u so a part of th e rougher kind of 
feed to m ake shelter for y our stock -feed 
more liberally; givo each animal a daily 
alowance of grain, feed for the purpose of 
putting ou pounds, m acing bone, flesh and 


m uscle, and in the spring you will be 
pleased to see the stock turned out to grass 
almost, if not quito, ready for the block. 
while your neighbors, who have “bit off 
more than they can chew .” will anxiously 
watch their half-fed, poorly cared for stock 
—strive in vain to reach the market value 
of your smaller herd. Feed them for the 
purpose of nutting on flesh, so you will bo 
able to realize when winter is over that 
your feed has not been throw n away. Your 
care and attention will not be bestowed in 
vain.—[Indiana Farmer.

E arly F a tten in g of P ix*. 
Young, growing hogs should not be 
heavily grain fed, especially as in this coun­ 
try grain usually means corn. On the other 
hand, relying wholly on pasture is almost 
equally bad. Pigs in clover has passed into 
an euphemism for the height of pig pros­ 
perity. but tho idea is an illusion. If the 
pig in clover gets nothing else it w ill#lo 
more squealing than growing. 
But the 
clover m akes an excellent base on which to 
build a subs! aut'al ration. Qrass is just as 
good. and on an old, rich so # is even better 
than clover, as it does not dry up in m id­ 
summer. Tho pig cats more and w-astes aud 
musses less. On grass as the foundation, 
the farmer ran now build up a delightful 
variety for the pig in refu-o potatoes, small 
apples, the thinnings of the beets, or, after 
these are gone, somo of the main crop, and 
pumpkins. Any or all of these boiled, and 
then mixed while hot with bran, corn and 
oatmeal, c t in fact anything nutritious, 
will make a dish that will give the jdg the 
varieiyth at.it craves, and so exercise its 
digestive organs that they can enduro the 
heavier strain of high grain feeding when 
the tim e for that has come. 


T H E H O P . 


H in ts to tile H o p -O r o w e m . 
Hep picking w’ill be tho order of business 
in certain sections for the ensuing three 
w'oeks. The crop in New York State is now 
estim ated at iwo-tliirds of last season’s, and 
is of much bettor quality. 
A few sugges­ 
tions will be of much benefit to many grow­ 
ers if observed. In tho first place, hoes 
should not be picked until they are matured. 
Most of tho hops w ere picked one .week too 
early last season. 
Late-picked hops will 
weigh more and bring a better price. In the 
second place, hop-grow ers should insist on 
having their Imps picked clean. In the third 
place, he sure that they are properly cured. 
Never allow the draughts of your henhouse 
to I e entirely dosed w’hile you are drying 
hops. More hops lire injured and spoiled 
by this means than by any other. Many 
growers 
think 
they 
m ust close their 
draughts while they are bleaching their 
hops. This is agreat mistake, for it leaves 
the flavor of the brimstone in tile hops, as 
there is no draught to ( an y it off. If you 
do not give >our 
flophouses plenty of 
draught your hops will smell of the fire, 
and if you fire one hill of your hops ' ou 
will hurt the flavor of your entire growth. 
Then these very important points we would 
have o lserved by all liop-growers: First, 
do not pick your hops until they are m a­ 
tured ; second, insist on having them picked 
clean: third, have them Hun ought y cured 
by open draughts.

T o C ool n a d D r y a n d P ttr lfy a C e lla r . 
Opening windows or screens for ventila­ 
tion serves to raise the temperature of cel­ 
lars or other apartments in summer. If the 
object is to keep the cellar cool aud dry, it 
is a m istake that often m akes the cellar or 
rooms warmer aud damper. 
A cool place 
should never be ventilated, unless the air 
admitted is cooler than the air within or is 
at least aa cool as that, or a very little 
warmer. 
Tile warmer tho air the more 
moisture it holds in suspension. 
Necessa­ 
rily, the cooler the air the more tile moist­ 
ure is condensed aud precipitated. When 
a cool cellar is aired on a warm day, the 
entering air, being in motion, am ears cool, 
but as it fills the cellar tho cooler air with 
which it becomes mixed chills it. tho m oist­ 
ure is condensed, and dew is deposited on 
the cold walls, and may often be seen run- 
n ng d wn them in streams, Then the cei­ 
ler is damp and soon becomes un uldy. 
To avoid this the windows and ventila­ 
tors should only be opened ar night, and 
late—tho la t tiling before retiring. There 
is no need to fear that tbs night air is un­ 
healthful ; it is as pure as the a ref mid-day, 
ami is really drier. Tho cool air enters the 
apartment (luring tho night, and circulates 
through it. 
A pipe running up outside the budding 
from ine top of a room, w th an inlet to m e 
building at as low a point as possible, w ll 
replace the warm a’r with colder as the 
cold air come* in at n’ght to take the place 
of-the warmer air rising; but air does not 
rise in a ventilating tube unless there is a 
wanner temperature ii it. 
The windows and ventilators should be 
closed before sunrise in the morning and 
kept closed and shaded through the d ay. 
If the a r of the collar is dam p.it may I e 
thoroughly dried by placing in it a peck of 
fresh lime in an open box. 
A peek of lime 
w ill absorb about seven pounds, or more 
than three quarts of w ater: and in tb s wav 
a collar or m lk room may soon be dried, 
even in the hottest weather.

W h a t F a r m e r s S h o u ld T r e a s u r e . 
Parker Earle gives advice about building 
a fence as follows: "in building a fence 
around oui' youug orchards several years 
ago w e tried many plans for preserving the 


d o s 18. Having occasion to remove the fence 
this winier, we noted the conditions of the 
posts as follow s: Tho. e set with no prepar­ 
ation were decayed au inch or more in 
thickness; these coated with a thick wash 
of limo were better preserved, but were 
quite seriously attacked by worms; those 
posis coated with hot tar were perfectly 
sound as when nut in the ground; those 
painted with petroleum and kerosene were 
equally as sound and as good for setting. 
Let the posts got thoroughly dry, and then 
with anan of cheap kerns no and a w hite­ 
wash brush,(give Hie lower third of the post, 
the part to go into tho ground, two or three 
applications of the oil. lotting it soak in 
well each time. Po-ts so treated will not be 
troubled by worms or insects of any kind, 
but will resist deca*r 
to a 
remarkable 
degree. Tnis we find to bo the simplest. 
easiest, 
cheapest 
and 
best 
method of 
preservation.” 
* 
Tho late fowls do not usually have as 
large combs as those hatched earlier, nor 
will they grow to become heavy-weights. 
Jt is difficult to secure good winter layers 
from late birds, but for spring work they are 
fully equal to any others. They are shorter- 
legged and more compact iii body than the 
early birds, and produce as large, vigorous 
chicks, but the m ixture of early ana Jato 
fowls gives an appearance larking in shape 
and uniform ity; hence all late birds should 
bo kept togetoer instead of being with tho 
others. 
Probably the best tonic for fowls is the 
“Douglass m ixture.” Talco one pound of 
sulphate of iron and two ounces of sul­ 
phuric acid and dissolve in one gallon of 
water. Add om* tablespoonful of this m ix­ 
ture to one gallon of drinking water for tho 
birds.

Remove the droppings from tho poultry 
houses every morning, instead of once or 
twice a week, as is often directed, lf this 
practice were strictly adhered to there would 
be less disease among poultry and bettor re­ 
sults generally. 
Cull the fowls very closely. It wilj not 
pay to winter disqualified birds. There is 
more success with fewer biids and higher 
prices. 
According to the official report of the 
estimated 
world’s 
harvest 
of 
cereals, 
recently issued by the Vienna congress. 
Russia appears to be tho only European 
nation with a surplus of wheat. According 
to tim report alluded to, the wheat crop of 
the United Kingdom shows a deficiency of 
25 per cent., that of Franco 25 per cont,, 
aud teat of Italy 20 per cent. Itis estimated 
that the European wheat crop will 
be 
1.0156.000.000 bushels as compared with 
1.261.000.000 last year. The rye crop is re­ 
ported to be the shortest in several years. 
Au old farmer once said to his son begin­ 
ning rn the business; “Grow wheat con­ 
stantly on the same ground. and the crop 
will run down until it is not worth too 
gathering; hut sow rye year after year, and 
tho land will not decrease its crop.” 
Possi­ 
bly this last is an exaggeration. 
The first 
part of the advice is ti ne enough. Rye will 
grow where wheat fails. But if wheat can 
no longer bo successfully grown it shows 
that the land needs manuring and seeding 
down. This is the old plan of "resting 
overworked land. Fortunately tho rye crop 
is even better than wheat to seed down 
with. Its leaves ate larger and coaiser Hum 
those of wheat during tho fall and winter, 
while, lather curiously, the gram of rye, 
being taller, docs not smother the clover or 
grass the following summer, as will an 
equal growth of wheat. Besides, rye is off 
the ground earlier than wheat, giving the 
grass full occupation of tim surface. 
Prepare the new onion ground now ana 
keep it free of weeds. 
Tho best way to pull onions is with a po­ 
tato hook or a dull-pointed iron rake—raking 
out one row at a limo aud raking two rows 
together. 
If good, or even moderate profits are ex­ 
pected good sheep must be brod. The m ut­ 
ton side of the business must bo kept in the 
foreground, else the profits are not likely. 
on the whole, to be large.

Has Big Forests. 


Over a Million Acres Covered by Trees 


Within Der Limits. 


Statistics Show that the State is Not a 
Barren Desert. 


It is popularly Fupposed and often Stated 
that in the older settled States forests have 
almost entirely disappeared, except here 
and there a few sm all patches of woodland 
as easily numbered as oases in the desert. 
Yet even in Masachusetts, which, with one 
exception, is tho most thickly-settled State 
in the Union, this is so far from being the 
case that no less than 36 per cent. of her farm 
territory is still covered with the “forest 
prim eval.’’ It may bo interesting to note 
some general facts in this connection, to 
learn what portions of the Old Bay State 
contain the largest amount of woodland, 
aud that some towns within her borders are 
probably nearly as well wooded as in the 
days of the aborigines. 
When this country was flint visited by 
European-; tiiey found that forests covered 
the land to the sea. After felling trees for 
t heir log-bouses and for fuel, the clearing of 
land for Planting yielded a large surplus of 
wood. They knew very well how valuable 
this would bo in England, but that market, 
and every other one also, was beyond reach. 
Therefore the easiest aud most expeditions 
way to dispose of this incumbrance was to 
burn the trees where they fell. This method 
was adopted, and it became the universal 
system of pioneers wherever ti settlem ent 
was commenced. It is still the practice in the 
timbered janus remote from railroad lines. 
The people generally believed this to De a 
profitable course to pursue, as potash and 
pearlash were obtained from 
the fresh 
ashes, and the spent ashes were esteemed a 
valuable fertilizer. 
While that belief was 
correct at first, and until the need of cleared 
fields was met. many settlers acquired such 
a liking for the work of clearing land that 
they continued it far beyond the lim it of 
necessity, and it became a 
■Wanton W a ste of th e T im b e r , 
as well as of their tim e and strength. As 
tim e passed on.this unnecessary destruction 
of the forest** attracted the attention of 
some of the more observing and thoughtful 
among the people. They began to collect 
statistics and other data relative to the mat­ 
ter, and a careful study of the subject with 
these aids convinced them that if the 
useless cutting and burning then in vogue 
were continued the land would ere long bo 
strii ped of all its forests. 
lf we turn over the files of our news­ 
papers from the beginning of this century 
we find, at not It ng intervals apart, an­ 
nouncements that the forests of this coun­ 
try were being rapidly swept away, and 
som etimes 
figures 
were 
given 
fixing 
a 
date 
when 
the 
domestic 
supply 
of 
wood 
for 
all 
purposes 
would 
bo exhausted. 
These 
notes 
of 
alarm 
made 
slow 
progress 
at 
first 
in 
winning public attention. 
But accurate 
figures are stubborn facts, and Hie persist­ 
ency of the agitators at length secured them 
a hearing. 
The result was that some 40 
years later thev had the satisfaction of 
knowing that the woo lands of Mas-aclm- 
setts were relatively increasing in extent, 
while continuing to furnish, us hitherto, 
the most of tire wood consumed as fuel 
within her borders and a large share of the 
m aterial used in the great variety and 
amount of her manufactures of wood. This 
favorable showing bas bern continued ever 
since. 
The variation in percentages in different 
towns or districts som etimes show a de- 
ere so here and there, but us a whole tho 
woodland in 
cur State is gaining con­ 
stantly, Poth in acreage and th e value of 
tho crap. 
According to the recently completed sur­ 
vey of Massachusetts, the total area is 
5,321,600 acres. This is a considerable ad­ 
vance upon previous computations, but is 
believed to bo more nearly accurate than 
anv heretofore accepted. The agricultural 
es .ates number 45.010. and comprise 3.898,- 
4 2 9 Vi acres, which property is divided into 
mowing, tillage, orchard, pasture, wood­ 
land, wasteland, etc. The total extent of 
tho woodland is 1,389,501% acres, or 36 
per cent, of all tho agricultural holdings. 
There is considerable variation in the per­ 
centages of woodland iii the several coun­ 
ties. Plym outh county takes tho lead wilh 
59 per cent, ot woodland. Her shire town, 
old Plymouth, is tho largest town in the 
State, containing tvarly 61.000 acres within 
her borders. On some of her roads one can 
travel more than 
T e n 
M ile s 
Throm aH 
C o n tin u o u s 
F o r e st, 
and it is therefore not surprising that she 
returns 81 per cent, of her farm property as 
woodland. Yet Carver, a much smaller 
town adjoining, gives in 83 per cent, of 
woodland, of which more than 7 per cent, 
has upon it a growth of 30 years or moi1*). 
< In the other hand. Hull, the smallest town 
in the county, has no woodland, ana Scituate 
bas but 19 per cent. 
Barnstable county ranks second, with 5G 
per cent. of woodland. It has the distinc­ 
tion of containing Hie town which lias the 
highest percentage of all in the State. 
Iiourno was incorporated April 2,1884. It 
includes tho western portion of the old 
tow n of Sandwich, which up to tlga (lute 
of division stood 
second in extent in 
tfio State. Bourne returns 90 per cent. 
as hor woodland area, which would give a 
stranger the idea that Hie town was a wil­ 
derness. This town adjoins old Plymouth, 
and its woodlands form a part of tim great 
forest tract in that section of our Ktato. 
Provincetown, al the extrem ity of Cape 
Cod, is the sm allest town in this county, 
ami has the least woodland, viz., o per cent. 
Bristol county, witli 44 per cent, of wooded 
area, comes next in lino. Her largest town, 
Dartmouth, is now the second iii size in 
this Commonwealth, hut her woodland per­ 
centage is but little above the average of all 
the towns in Bristol county. Freetown has 
59 per cent),-, the lrghesr. and Somerset, tho 
sm allest town, has but 18 per c ut., which 
is the ii,west. Norfolk county follows, lier 
percentage is 41. Sharon, occupying tho 
highest land between Boston and Provi­ 
dence, and from whose springs water flows 
into Boston bay and Narragansett bay, is 
considered by prominent physicians to be 
“tim healthiest town in tho State.” Her 
woodlands constituie 63 percent, of all lier 
farm acreage, the highest in the county. 
while Milton, although embracing a large 
tract of Blue H ills forest, reports but 15 per 
cent. 
Middlesex county takes middle rank in 
this connection, her St: per cent, being the 
sumo as that of tho whole State. Groton 
is her largest town, but North Reading, 
with lo g than one-half as much acreage, 
reports 60 per cent, of woodland, and Ever­ 
ett, the sm allest of the Middlesex towns, 
has only I per cent., while Cambridge and 
Somerville report none at all. 
Berkshire county 
T ile D is t in c t iv e ly M o u n ta in D is tr ic t 
of Massachusetts, and Franklin county ad­ 
joining, 
claim alike 35 per cent. 
Mt. 
W ashington is one of the sm allest towns in 
Berkshire county, but 74 per cent, of her 
agricultural area is woodland, and Pitts­ 
field, one of the largest, returns but 18 per 
cent, of forest. In franklin county, Erving 
shows 66 per cent., the largest, and Conway, 
one of tim largest towns in extent, claims 
only 14 per cent, in w< od laud. 
Worcester county, with her 68 towns, 
occupies “tim heart of tho Commonwealth.” 
and includes more than one-fifth of the 
territory of the State. Thirtv-four per cent. 
of her farm property is covered with wood. 
Of lier towns, Douglas reports (57 per cent. 
iii forest, the largest in that county, while 
the city of Worcester has the least, Id per 
cent. 
. 
, 
Hampden is tho ninth county in rank. 30 
per cent, of her acreage in farms bearing 
wood. The town of Russell bas 54 nor cent, 
devoted to this product, while Chicopee, a 
manufacturing town, Has Hi i er cent. only. 
These are the extrem es in tins county. 
The island county of Dukes shows 27 per 
cent, as her proportion, aud of her towns, 
Tisbury gives 34 per cent., while Gay Head 
has but ll per cent, in wood. Yet of the 
entire forest area in this county. 4 6 9 2 % 
acres bears a crop of more than 30 years’ 
growth- This statem ent may surprise some 
who, as summer visitors at Martha's Vine­ 
yard, have noticed the relative scarcity of 
wo* xtod tracts. 
Hampshire county, like tho preceding, 
has but 27 per cen* of lier agricultural 
holdings still occupied by 
her 
forests. 
Belchertown is one of the largest towns in 
tho State, but her woodlands, while ex ­ 
ceeding that of any other town in that 
county, cover but about one-quarter of her 
farm area. But Pelham, a medium-sized 
town, has 40 per cent. in forest, tho highest, 
while the lowest, IC per cent., appears in 
Amherst, the town with two colleges, and 
Hadley, the manufacturing centre. 
Essex county stands twelfth in the col­ 
umn, lier woodland amounting to 23 per 
(©ut. only. Lynnfield is one o f the smaller 
towns in this county, but. like her sisters, 
she pays due attention to her dairy, poultry 
and other profitable domestic resources, 
and finding hor wood lots worthy ofconsid- 
eration devotes 47 per cent, o f ..ar avail­ 
able surface to that crop. The city of Sa­ 
lem , having diff erent interests, shows v 
T ile L o w e s t N a m ed P e r c e n ta g e , 
viz., I per cent, of woodland, while Marble­ 
head and Nahant are still worse off, being 
wholly destitute in this respect, and having 
to import all their wood as well as coal. 
Suffolk 
county is supposed by many 


who reside at some distance from “The 
Hub,” to have no forest lauds- This is a 
mistaken view, as she boasts of her 639% 
acres of woodbin I which is 14 Der cent, of 
her farm property. Boston by ber repeated 
annexations has become agricultural to a 
degreo. and in that connection claims 19 
per cent, woodland. Winthrop,the youngest 
member of 
Suffolk 
county, has 2 per 
cent., while Chelsea, having been shorn of 
her outlying lands by the creation of new 
towns, bas no woodland left to her. all her 
sylvan wealth consisting of ornamental 
trees and sin uhs. 
Nantucket county brings up the end of 
the line. and having but a single town 
w ithin lier lim its can have no different per­ 
centage. Although her agricultural estates 
cover more than 13 square miles, only 2 per 
cent, of it all can be classed as woodland. 
Near the beginning of this article itis 
stated that during the past 40 years or 
more tho Massachusetts forests have been 
increasing in relative area. During the de­ 
cade from 1876 to 1886 there was an actual 
gain in all tho counties. But in Dukes 
county the reported area of her other farm 
lands has been so much increased that the 
relative 
P e r c e n ta g e of W o o d la n d 
remains 
unchanged. 
In 
the 1.3 other 
counties, however, the gam ranges from t 
percent, in Nantucket county up to 14 per 
cent. Iii Franklin county, and the gain 
through the whole Commonwealth amounts 
to 9 per cent. It should be stated, also, that 
of tho forest area in the old Bay State in 
1885, about 23 per cent. was bearing a crop 
ol more than 30 years’ growth. 
Below is printed a list of 21 towns, each 
of which contains more than 9500 acre* of 
woodland. W hile Massachusetts can make 
so good an exhibit of foi*est wealth, both as 
a whole and in detail, are there reasonable 
grounds for apprehension that she has be­ 
come or is in immediate danger of lie- 
coming a treeless and barren desert?

world is w hat is known As tho forty-five 
m inute 
train, 
between 
Baltim ore and 
W ashington, over the Baltim ore Ar. Ohio 
railroad. 
It goes over 
from 
Baltim ore 
to W ashington in the m iddle of tho m orn­ 
ing und returns in tho m iddle of tho after­ 
noon. It is a veritable thunderbolt, and 
usually consists of engine, tw o first-class 
passenger coat lies and a parlor car. Tiro 
forty -five-m inute train covers tho 40 m iles 
of its ronrney, from station platform to sta­ 
tion platform , at an average speed of 53.83 
miles tier hour. The real speed average in 
the clear country between the two cine* is 
about 70 m iles per hour. The regular Bal­ 
tim ore <& Ohio expresses through W ashing­ 
ton and over the M etropolitan Branch road 
to Chicago and St, Louis av erag e-to m iles 
an hour the whole way. To W ashington 
they averago 4s m iles an hour. 
One of the fastest m iddle-distance trains 
in th e world is tho congressional lim ited 
express on tiro Pennsylvania railroad.

tween W ilm ington. Del., and Baltim ore. 70 
miles, it m akes by far tiro greatest speed 
ever shown on a regular schedule, tho out­ 
side average being nearly 58 m iles an hour 
—exactly 55.80 m iles per hour. From Je r­ 
sey City to Trenton it averages 49 m iles 
per hour. Its outside average of speed 
from Jersey City to W ashington, iiiin miles, 
is 46.M5 m iles an hour, and rile inside aver­ 
age over GO m iles an hour. 
'Tiro Chicago lim ited express on tho New 
York C entral and Hudson River railroad is 
one of tho 
F a s te s t I,mig-IMsti»i»oe T r a in s 
in tiro world. It averages 41 m iles an hour 
over a thousand m iles of country. It travels 
slowest betw een U tica and- Syracuse, and 
fastest on the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern division, between Buffalo aud 
Erie. T he New York and Chicago lim ited 
on the Pennsylvania railroad averages 40 
miles an hour from Jersey City to Chicago. 
It does not cover as great a distance as tiro 
New York Central lim ited, but it overcomes 
greater natural obstacles to speed, in tire 
shape of m ountains. 
A particularly fast express, considering 
its usual length, the load of m ail and pas­ 
sengers it bears, and the heterogeneous col­ 
lection of big and little, short and long,light 
aud heavy cars it carries, is wuat is known 
as tho New York and W ashington fast ex­ 
press, leaving Jersey City about is o’clock in 
the m orning. From Jersey City to P hila­ 
delphia it averages nearly 47 m iles an hour. 
Between Baltim ore and W ashington it 
averages 46.95 m iles Der hour, and between 
Philadelphia and Baltim ore 44.,SH m iles an 
hour. Its outside average of speed from 
Jersey City to W ashington is 42.71 miles 
per hour. 
The New York and W ashington 
lim ited on tho Pennsylvania railroad does 
not average 40 miles an hour. Its highest 
speed i* between W ilm ington and B alti­ 
more, 4H m iles an hour. I rom Jersey City 
to Philadelphia it averages 42 m iles per 
hour. 
Tiro fastest train in England is the H igh­ 
land express over the M idland railway, 
from London to Edinburgh. 409 miles. It 
leaves st. Pancras Station. London, iii the 
m orning aud files to Scotland a t the lute Of 
4H m iles an hour. From Loudon to Leices­ 
ter, 90 miles, it averages 45 m iles an bour. 
The Highland express carries parlor cars 
and m akes few stops. It is a favorite ti ain 
for tourists, Tiro new spaper express on the 
M idland railw ay, starting from London be­ 
fore sunrise, averages only HH.HH m iles per 
hour to its journey s end, at Glasgow,reach­ 
ing there in a little over ll hours. The 
north express on tho M idland railway, an­ 
other of the very sw iftest expresses rn tiro 
Queen’s dominions, leaving London two 
hours behind the H ighland express, aver­ 
ages 39.50 m iles an hour to Glasgow, and 
develops its highest speed from London to 
Iroeds, IHS m iles—44 m iles an hour. The 
fourtii of tho 
M id la n d “ I ,l« lit n ln « ” T r a in s 
is called th e Scotch express. It departs 
from St. Par.cras station half ail hour alter 
the N orth express, and averages 89.29 miles 
to E dinburgh. It goes from London to Lei­ 
cester a t the rate of 42.40 m iles per hour, 
and from London to Carlisle, 311 miles, at 
the rate of 41.60 m iles per hour. Between 
Carlisle and Edinburgh th e road is bad for 
speed, and the same is true of tiro northern 
part of the Loudon & N orthw estern rail­ 
way. The early Scotch new spaper express 
on the London & N orthw estern railway 
a\ ei ages 49 m iles an hour. Along one part 
of tiro journey, over the 24.50 m iles between 
N ortham pton and Rugby, it attains 54.GO 
m iles per hour. The Irish m ail train from 
London to B irkenhead over tilts line aver­ 
ages only M7.74 m iles per hour, 
Tiro distance from London to Rugby over 
Hie Loudon & N orthw estern railway is the 
same as from New York (Jersey City) to 
Philadelphia, and therefore affords a fine 
opportunity for com paring 
the 
relative 
speed of Am erican aud English expresses. 
Tiro fastest English express m akes the dis­ 
tance in alm ost exactly the sam e tim e as is 
consum ed by the fa test express on tiro 
Pennsylvania railroad. The m uch-talked- 
apout lightning train, patronized by Am er­ 
ican travellers, between Liverpool and Lou­ 
don, by way of Crewe and W arrington, 
which is often said to average over 70 miles 
per hour, actually averages a trifie less 
than 50 m iles an hour. The fastest parlor- 
car express between Comb n aud Birm ing­ 
ham averages less than 4 2 milos an hour. 
Tiro shortest railway distance from Lon­ 
don to Liverpool is 212 miles, amt the fust- 
express in the service of any of the English 
railways goes the journey in four and one- 
half hours, a t an average of 47.10 m iles per 
hour. 
There is only one train in Europe th at 
averages more than 50 m iles aa hour over 
any very considerable distance, and th at is 
tiro O riental express from Loudon to Con­ 
stantinople through Paris. It leaves l on­ 
don tw ice a week and the Turkish capital 
is reached in three days and 22 hours. The 
distance from Paris to Constantinople is 
1800 m iles, and the entire distance from 
London to Constantinople iR over 
2000 
mi.es. 'The route is through V ienna and 
Pestli. T here are but 
S e v e n R e g u la r E x p r ess S e r v ic es 
on the entire continent th a t average a 
speed of HO m iles an hour or over, and there 
is only one train between Rotterdam aud 
A m sterdam th a t averages as high as M2 
m iles, and th a t is over a distance of only 44 
miles. Tiro Russian express between Paris 
and St Petersburg G avels the distance of 
loOO m iles from the F rench capital to 
E ydthuhuen on the Russian frontier at a 
rate of less than HO m iles an hour. The 
fastest train from Paris to Berlin, the North 
Germ an 
lim ited express averages only 
27.50 m iles per hour. But it is worse, when 
tire traveller sets his face toward Spain. 
The "lim ited” express to M adrid, 850 m iles 
from Paris, averages 24 mile* an hour. 
Am erican freight trains can heat that! It 
is not m uch better w hen one w ants to reach 
Rome. The luxurious parlor car train from 
Paris, over tire Paris, Lyons and Meditera- 
nean railw ay, averages but 24 m iles an 
bour, and Mr Blaine, going from Florence 
to Paris, did not beat that record. American 
suburban trains appear to be equally supe­ 
rior to Continental suburban trains. Tile 
fastest traiii out of Paris to Versailles, 14Va 
miles, averages only 17 m iles an hour. 
The fastest train services in the world are 
in the U nited States. N ext comes England, 
next France, next Germ any. A fter that it 
is a scram ble, w ith no choice. Some of the 
Dutch expresses are lively, as for instance 
the “thunderbolt’’ express from Pfalzburg 
to L utzelbuig. which hurls its passengers 
tow ard their destination at the stupendous 
speed of seven m iies an hour! It is pleas­ 
ant to be able to record such exhilarating 
evidences of railw ay progress! But even 
the French do not alw ays go like the wind. 
'I he boat express from Dieppe to Paris does 
all th a t is expected of it if it m akes 19 
m iles an hour. 
Tile longest railw ay journey in Europe is 
from Lisbon to St. Petersburg, aud iron 
snails drag the traveller slowly along th a t 
wide stretch of country. In England the 
first-class accom m odation passenger trains 
average 22 m iles an hour, and tiro ordinary 
express trains average 29 m iles an hour. 
On the N orth E astern railw ay the lim ited 
to H ull averages 40 m iles an hour. 'The 
finest tram s in France, so far as equipm ents 
and appointm ents are concerned, are those 
on th e Paris. Lyons and M editerranean 
railway, carrying tourists to Nice and to 
the southern w atering places. 
T urning again to this country, there are 


S e v e ra l V e r y F a s t Expresses 
on tiro Philadelphia & Reading Railroad 
Com pany’s Bound Brook route from P hila­ 


delphia to Com m uninaw. 
The two-hour 
express over this road and tiro Pennsyl­ 
vania average over 50 mib s an hour. On 
th e Bound Brook one of the fast trains 
averages 54 m iles an hour betw een Tren­ 
ton and Bound Brook, in the U nited States 
first-! lass night expresses e a rn ing sleeping 
cars do not often ax arage over mo miles an 
hour, and even on such roads as th e Penn­ 
sylvania nod the New York C entral some 
night expresses do not average m uch over 
20 m iles an hour. 
Tiro lim bed trains, as a rule, are m ore re­ 
m arkable tor tiro concerts thev insure the 
traveller than for their speed, o n every 
tru n k line ti 1 ere are first-class ex press trains 
that go m uch faster than th e lim iteds. Tho 
lim ited trains, being m ade up of heave r 
cars, preserve a more nut form rate of speed 
and are not so much affected by curves iud 
grades. 
There are Ie** than tw o dozen 
lim ited train services in the whole country. 
T he fastest express on the Delaware, Bucku- 
w anna A W estern railroad averages Hi 
m iles an hour. The E nc lim ited averages 
36,25 miles per hour. The fastest express 
on the Ca; adieu Pacific averages M4.HH 
m iles per hour. Here are the averages of a 
few of the socalled “lightning,” "th u n d er­ 
bolt” and ‘cannon ball" trains.

Express 
trains, nowaday*, are so nearly scheduled 
to their lim it of speed th at it is generally a 
difficult m atter to m ake up lost tim e. Cold 
w eather and frosty rads h u rt speed in w in­ 
ter. A heavy ti ain seems to go faster than 
a light train. Speed at night is delusive. 
'The best way to study speed is at tire centre 
of a heavy car.

Bottles Crossing th* Ocean. 
(New York Herald.] 
Two bottles have been recently picked up 
on the A m erican coast, th e fom ents of 
w hich are of special interest to navigators. 
They were throw n out ifrom the ship P atri­ 
arch, near long. 25° AV., in the spring of 
1887, one en tiro northern edge of the A t­ 
lantic equatorial current,and the other on its 
southern edge. Tiro form er has been picked 
up at Am bergris Bay, British Honduras. 
According to tile English N autical Maga­ 
zine it travelled from 1 2 J ES' north, a dis­ 
tance of 3620 miles, on a course north 84" 
west, which gives the current a m ean rate 
of about eight and a half m iles a day. The 
second and m ost im portant bottle,w hich was 
picked im on Galveston Island, was borne 
by th e current from tatitude I 
7' South, a 
distance of 5500 m iles in 413 days, and av­ 
erage rate of 13% miles a day. 
The track of the latter waif, perhaps th at 
of the form er, crossed an ocean which is 
seldom if ever invaded by cyclonic storms. 
The rate of m otion, especially th a t of the 
bottle throw n out in latitude one degree 
seven m inutes south, m ust therefore, have 
been controlled alm ost entirely by current 
action. This tiny traveller over tn t track ­ 
less w aters of the equatorial ocean thus 
gives a faithful report of their grand move­ 
m ent. both th eir rate and direction, and the 
record it furnishes is an im portant contri­ 
bution to th e physical geography of the sea.

The m anner of tills letter is as adm irable 
as its m atter is strong. T here is no appeal 
in any part of it to shallow prejudice or" 
vulgar passion. 
It is a sober and well- 
reasoned argum ent addressed to a sober 
and reasoning peoolo. Its aim is not to 
tickle the groundlings, but to engage the 
calm thought, convince 
th e 
re jectin g 
judgm ent, and sway th e de’iberato and 
well-formed opinion of tho country. We 
believe it will reach the high m ark at 
which it is so accurately aim ed.

The Mills bill enlarges th e free list by 
adding to it wool, lum ber and salt; three 
articles of prim e necessity to every w ork­ 
ingm an and w orkingw om an.

Mills bill relieves the com m on people of 
taxation on th eir clothing, their shelter and 
their food; tor th e cost of salt is an im ­ 
portant elem ent in the price of salted m oats 
and fish.

HARRISON’S IDEA OF GOOD WAGES. 


It now seems to bo conclusively proved 
th at Mr. B e n ja m in H a r r i s o n did say. in 
1877. during the great railroad strikes of 
th a t year, th a t "a dollar a day and two 
meals is good enough for any w orkingm an,” 
or words to tbateffect. 
The K nights of Labor of Indiana have 
produced a dozen reputable witnesses who 
testify th a t they heard him m ake the re­ 
m ark, and th at it was addressed to a com­ 
m ittee of the strikers, he being at th a t 
tim e in the employ of th e railroad corpora­ 
tion as counsel, 
Mr. H a r r i s o n has now m ade w hat is 
called a denial, bu t it is w eak and am bigu­ 
ous. It seem s clear th at, we will say, his 
mem ory is at fault. Probably the brutality 
of the rem ark m ade m ore impression upon 
the m em ories of his shocked hearers than 
upon his own. It was not so strange a thing 
for the agent of a m erciless corporation to 
say as it was for a com m ittee of w orking­ 
m en to hear. 
Doubtless Mr. H a r r i s o n does not bold 
the sam e savage idea of wages now. 
In

VERY OFFENSIVE PARTISANSHIP. 
A few more exhibitions like that m ade by 
tho" G rand Arm y in their convention at 
Columbus, O., when tho nam e of the Presi­ 
dent of the U nited States was greeted w ith 
hisses and groans, and the usefulness, not 
to say influence, of th a t organization is 
likely to become seriously im paired. 
The people a t large know well enough 
th at no president has thus far occupied the 
executive chair who has done more for tho 
old soldiers of th e republic th an Mr.

their action. 
Offensive partisanship can go bu t little 
further, and tho large num ber of G rand 
Arm y m en still bolding lucrative positions 
under Mr. C l e v e l a n d ’s adm inistration 
will do w ell to rem em ber it. 


principle holds good in other industries. 
Every w here a low rate of wages m eans a 
high labor cost, and high wages m ean low 
labor co st 
Mr. M ills woll 
illustrated 
this principle in his T rem ont Tem ple speech, 
in which he showed that, though wages are 
higher, th e labor cost of goods in th is coun­ 
try is lower than anyw here else in the 
world. 
The sam e thing has repeatedly 
been shown in official statistics. The.Tour* 
nal, therefore, is in error when it says th at 
in order th a t wo should com pete success­ 
fully for foreign m arkets it Is necessary 
th at we should "reduce the wages of work­ 
men to th e level, or som ething like the 
level, of wages in Europe.” 
Practical illustrations of this principle are 
easy. 
W hat is the country of lowest wages? 
W hy, China. B ut there is no country on 
the globe of which we have less fear as a 
com petitor in "foreign m arkets.” If the 
Jo u rn al’s superficial theory w ere correct, 
China, w ith lier low wages, would mono­ 
polize tho trade of the world. T h a t China 
does not do anything of tho kind is suffi­ 
cient answ er to tho theory th a t low wages 
are necessary to a profitable export trade. 
On tho other hand, w hat is th e country 
whose com petition we fear m ost? W hy, 
E ngland; tho country w hich, n ex t to our 
own, pays the highest wages in the world. 
C ountries w hich 
pay high wages need 
never fear serious com petition from low- 
wage countries. 
Jt is not our relatively higher scale of 
wages w hich prevents us from com peting 
w ith E ngland in the m arkets of Hie world. 
T h at is partly because our tariff adds to the 
cost of our m aterials, but m uch m ore be­ 
cause it is practically a refusal to trade 
w ith the world. 
W hat th e people of this country need 
above all other things is high wages. This 
th e D em ocratic tariff-reform policy tends to 
secure for them . 
Tho tendency of the 
present tariff is the exact reverse—to m ake 
wages low and prices high. 


FACTS ABOUT WOOL. 


The agent of the American woollen manufacturer 
who visits the wholesale clothing trade with his 
samples is generally shown lines of foreign fabrics 
with which he cannot compete except at a loss. 
How, then, oan he pay higher price* for his wool un­ 
less the present unsatisfactory ratio between the 
goods and the wool tariff Is corrected?—[American 
Wool Reporter. 
H ere is th e whole story about wool in a 
nutshell. If a high protective tariff be such 
an advantage to our ‘‘infant industries,” 
w hy is it th a t foreign countries can send in 
a class of goods w ith which our m anufac­ 
turers w ith all tho aid a high protective 
tariff cannot com pote? 
Free wool would 
give cheaper raw m aterial to our m anufac­ 
turers and thus enable them to pay bettor 
wages and still sell their goods as cheaply 
as they do now, It would also offer induce­ 
m ents for us to m ake a better class of goods 
at rates th a t would drive those of foreign 
m ake out of the m arket. 
V 
A nother great advantage of having free 
wool w ould be to lessen the am ount of 
shoddy now produced. P rier to placing a 
tariff on wool shoddy was unknow n. As 
soon as a tax was placed on the im ported 
fleeces factories for m aking shoddy w ere 
started. T he m anufacturers w aited until 
the im ported goods had been w orn th read ­ 
bare and then took the old clothes and 
worked them over into shoddy. T he samo 
is true of carpets. It is well know n th a t tho 
carpets m ade 80 or 40 years ago wore longer 
than they do today. 
This is due to tho 
largo am ount of shoddy used in m odern 
carpeting. 
If people w ant serviceable goods a t a 
cheap rate free wool will bring about th e 
result. If they prefer high-priced foreign 
goods and shoddy they should vote to keep 
the present tariff on wool.

AN ECONOMIC PARADOX. 
In order that wo should compete successfully In 
foreign markets, It is necessary ti at we should re­ 
duce the labor cost of our products—aa other words, 
that tee should reduce the ledges of workmen to the 
Ieee/, or something like the level, of wages in Europe. 
—[Boston Journal. 
Does not the Journal know th a t th a t is 
an exploded fallacy? It is one of those 
things th a t on a bare statem ent seem plaus­ 
ible enough, but will not bear the test of 
candid exam ination. 
All experience shows th at high wages 
m ean low labor cost. In every country, as 
wages rise, tho cost cf labor becomes less. 
T his is a paradox, but a little reflection 
shows th e seem ingly impossible assertion 
to be true. ! h e explanation of the paradox 
is th at well paid labor is intelligent labor; 
a higher standard of com fort m aking a 
better, more effective w orker; and intelli­ 
gent labor is the cheapest labor always, in 
th e true sense of the word. 
E xam ples 
which 6liow 
th at well-paid 
labor is really the cheapest labor m ay bo 
seen everyw here. The worst-paid labor we 
know anything about is Chinese labor; yet 
w hoever has had a shirt "laundered” in a 
Chinese, laundry knows th at the cost of 
this labor is as high, and generally it is a 
little higher, than in Am erican laundries 
w here labor recedes m uch higher wages 
T he explanation is simple. The labor is 
expended uniuteligertly. Tho C hinam an 
has no im proved m achinery; his m ethods 
are 
prim itive; 
he conducts 
his 
busi­ 
ness on a p rity 
stale 
which 
m akes 
his expenditure for rent and fuel m uch 
heavier in 
proportion to 
the 
am ount 
of business be transacts than the civilized 
Am erican laundry pays. 
It m ust always be 
so. because a low rate of wages im plies a 
low state of civilization.

Yet th a t is just w hat high duties signify, 
when reduced to their honest term s. They 
are put on sim ply because our active pros­ 
perity will hear it. And out from these ex­ 
cessive im posts proceed trusts and the other 
forms of m onopoly, attem pted w hen it is 
believed th n t they will bo endured w ithout 
concerted resistance. Tho only way, th ere­ 
fore, to break up all such form s of m onop­ 
oly is to rem ove the conditions w hich in ­ 
vite th eir organization. Throw down the 
harriers th a t arbitrarily separate produc­ 
tion and consum ption iust as far as possible, 
and open com petition will afford th e com ­ 
pletest prelection.

Mr. H a r r i s o n was not able to sleep 
another w ink th a t night.

revolution” tucked under their pillows. Mr. 
H a r r i s o n is not the sort of m an to drop 
quietly back into tho arm s of Morpheus 
w ith tile notice of a revolutionary cyclone 
in M aine just 
served upon 
him . 
Tho 
thought of tho Pine Tree S tate violently 
wrenched from its Dem ocratic m orrings, 
carried clean away from C l e v e l a n d and 
landed high and dry on tho Republican 
beach was certainly calculated to keep Mr.

they will boa total loss. 
At Isabella de Sagua dead bodies con­ 
tinuo to be found along tho beach, while 
m any were w ashed into th e sea and others 
are iii the m angroves. 
F ish were killed in vast members. H un­ 
d r e d ^ ! c a ttle were drowned in the river 
and th e ir putrid carcasses now endanger 
tho health of the city. 
At Santo Domingo City the dead exceed 
60 and the injured over 75. 
At Cayo 
Francis the lighthouse was blown down and 
tho inm ates M ere drowned, and tw o large 
unknow n vessels were wrecked. 
At Caibarien the loss of life was large. Of 
th e 46 natives kunwn to have perished tho 
bodies of but live havo been recovered. The 
governm ent has sent steam launches w ith 
clothing and provisions for the destitute. 
In tho V uelta Arriba and V uelta Abajo 
districts the ruin is complete. Tho cane 
fields wore laid flat. It is estim ated th a t 
tho sugar crop will fall short of last year’s 
Yield over OO per cent. 
In V uelta Abajo Hie sem illeros of tobacco 
were com pletely destroyed, and warehouses 
wherein leaf was stored were dem olished 
and the tobacco com pletely ruined.

The en­ 
tire fruit and vegetable crop is com pletely 
lost. 
Tile total num ber of deaths throughout 
tire island is stated at 800.

M o n d a y .—In th e Senate today th e H ouse 
am end m ents to th e Senate bill to pension 
th o w idow of G eneral K ilpatrick (reducing: 
th e am ount from $100 to $ 7 5 a m onth) were 
Don-concurred in, aud a com m ittee of con­ 
feren ce ordered. 
Tho resolution heretofore offered by Mr. 
V est, on tho subject of a cam paign w ork of 
an em ploye of th e Senate, w as tak en up, 
and Mr. Plum b m oved to lay th e resolution 
on th e table. 
Mr. Hoar, after referring to th e contem p t­ 
uou s m anner in w h ich Mr. V est had spoken 
of civ il service reform , said: “I desire solely 
to say for m yself th at w hosoever m ay have 
changed his m ind as to th e divorce of c iv il 
service of th is country from politics, m y 
ow n opinion rem ains unchanged, 
A fter som e further discussion, Mr. P lum b 
w ithdrew his m otion to lay Mr. V est’s reso­ 
lu tion on th e tab le, and th e resolution was 
adopted. 
T he conference r ep o ito n th e fortification 
b ill w as presented and abreed to.

T he pending m o­ 
tion was that m ade by Mr. Breckinridge of 
K entucky, to concur in tin* am endm ent, 
w ith an am endm ent reserving from sale or 
entry, un til oth erw ise provided, ail the 
lands m ade susceptible o f irrigation. 
T he im portance of tho reclam ation of the

earn estly urged by Mr.

Mr. Forney of A labam a protested against 
th e governm ent entering upon a protect.

The appearance only to persons who are 
peculiarly fitted for ghost-seeing is one of 
th e peculiarities of all ghost legends. 
It Is 
not everyone th at can see the inhabitants of 
the tnv sible world, but those whose eyes 
are opened, or for those whom the ghost 
has a feeling th a t m akes a bond of sym ­ 
pathy, or those who by some peculiarity of 
birth are better qualified than others for 
such m ystic sight. For instance, a child 
bom on Sunday in Scotland is believed to 
have this power above all others. 
The “W hite L ady” appears on such occa­ 
sions in such m anner as she chooses, but is 
also capable of being sum m oned by any of 
her fam ily according to a prescribed for­ 
m ula and by the perform ance of certain 
rites. 
The “W hite Lady of A venel” is only the 
application to a particular fam ily of a be­ 
lief com m on in Scotland w here the appari­ 
tion know n iii Ireland as the banshee is 
know n bv the sam e nam e, bu t quite as 
often the “w hite lady.” In fact, m ost of the 
great fam ilies in th e H ighlands were sup­ 
posed to have a dom estic spirit who took 
an interest in their prosperity, and usually 
intim ated an approaching disaster by w ail­ 
ing-! and unearthly sounds of grief. But 
there was a difference In the apparition 
varying w ith the character which each is 
supposed to nave held while upon the earth 
in m ortal flesh, but in general it appeared 
as an old woman rn a m antle w ith stream ­ 
ing hair. 
A superstition of the same kind is so gen­ 
erally received in the Green Isle th a t tho 
banshee is counted in popular belief to be a 
peculiarly Irish credulity. 
In Ireland there have been various ex­ 
planations cf the word banshee, m ost of 
them explaining it as the "head of the 
fairies.” or "th e w hite fairy” ; but Dr. 
O’Brien iu lits Irish dictionary w rites,“beau 
siglie plural m u* sighe, she 
fairies, or 
women fairies credulously supposed bv the 
common people to he so affected to certain 
latnilies th at they are heard to sing m ourn­ 
ful lam entations around hom es at night 
whenever any m em ber of the lam ilv labors 
under a sickness which is to end in death. 
Some of th e cases in winch the banshee 
has appeared are told with an abundance 
of detail and confirmed by so m any w it­ 
nesses that. although unw illing to believe 
the tale, it becomes a difficult one to answ er 
or explain away. 
The l aurhee of the B unw orth fam ily as 
related to have appeared on the occasion of 
the death of Rev. d ia rie s Bunworth, rector 
of B uttevant. in tho county Cork, about 
the m iddle of the last century is such a 
ase, 
Its first appearance was to one of th e 
servants nam ed K avanagh, who cam e to 
the house apparently in great grief and 
wr nging his hands. 
W hat is it you m ean, K avanagh?” in­ 
quired Miss Bunworth. 
"is it m ean?” said K avanagh: “the ban­ 
shee has come for him , miss. and ’tis not I 
alone who have heard lier.” 
” 'Tis an idle superstition,” said Miss Bun­ 
worth. 
* 
Maybe so,” replied Kavanagh, “ but as I 
cam e througli the glen of Ballybeg she was 
along with me, keening and screeching amt 
clapping her hands by my side every step 
of the way. with her long white hair falling 
upon lier shoulders, and I could hear her 
repeating the m aster’s nam e every now and 
then, as plain as I ever heard it. W hen I 
cam e to the old abbey she parted from me 
there, and turned into the pigeon field next 
the burying ground, aud folding her cloak 
about her. down she sat under th# tree th at 
was struck bv lightning and bogan keening 
so bitterly th a t it w ent through one’s heart 
to hear it.” 
Miss Bunworth told K avanagh th a t her 
father was sleeping quietly, aud th a t they 
thought he was doing well, but w arned 
bim not to tell the story to any one. 
Mr. Bunworth. however, did not progress 
tow ard recovery, but declined gradually, 
though nothing more happened until the 
night of his death. Then there was a sud­ 
den sound outside tho window near I he 
bed. 
A rose tree was forced aside with 
some noise, and a low m oaning was heard, 
accom panied by clapping of hands, as if of 
a fem ale in deep ath ction. It seemed as if 
the sound proceeded from a person holding 
her m outh close to the window. The lady 
who sat by the bedside went into an adjoin­ 
ing loom and asked the gentlem en there if 
they had heard the bansee. None of them 
believed in her ladyship, and tnev a t once 
instituted a thorough investigation. They 
w alked all around the house, exam ining 
every spot of ground, but there was not a 
sign, not even a footstep upon the fresh 
earth of the garden. 
Upon their return 
they were astonished to hear th at the m ani­ 
festations had been lepeated. and th at they 
had been more m arked, and the clapping of 
hands louder than belore. 
D uring the night the sick m an grew 
rapidly worse aud expired w ith the first 
glim pse of morning. 
The legend of "The M cCarthy” is the 
m ost peculiar am ong all the banshees. The 
young m an died and was laid out for several 
hours when he cam e back to fife and in­ 
sisted th a t he had been before the judg­ 
m ent seat, but bad been perm itted to come 
back w ith the understanding th a t three 
years more of life were granted him in 
which he m ight become a better man. 
He had been very wild and dissipated, 
but reform ed at once and lived as a man 
naturally would who knew th at the dav of 
his death was fixed. As tile tim e drew near 
M cCarthy’s m other sent for her sister to ba 
w ith them at the eventful tim e. On the 
way the banshee appeared, giving a succes­ 
sion 
of 
scream s 
aud 
m aking a loud 
clapping of the hands. Then they saw the 
figure of a tall, thin w om an.with uncovered 
head, and hair th at floated round her 
shoulders, attired 
in 
som ething which 
m ight be a loose w hite cloak or a sheet. 
She stood in ti e way as if to stop them , 
and motioned to go another way, which 
they finally went. W hen they got there 
they found 
th a t 
M cCarthy 
had 
been 
slightly wounded by a pistol shot, a wound 
th a t was thought of no im portance, but 
from which he died the very day th a t the 
three years was up. 
The origin of all these appearances and 
m any like them is easy to trace. They go 
back, not to classic, but to the old Norse 
days when Wi den, whom we cal! ('din. was 
given a place am ong the gods, and Frigga 
was m ade his consort. Odin becam e the 
earliest form of the hunter, who, w ith his 
mystic attendants w ith horn and hounds, 
was reported to pursue the chase all over 
northern Europe. 
His consort in 
like 
m anner became lim w hite lady who became 
transform ed 
into a 
hundred 
different 
legends in which the m otherly, protecting 
influence of the divine Frigga is not en­ 
tirely lost. 
There are a num ber of w hite ladies con­ 
nected with various noble fam ilies in Ger­ 
m any. but probably the one th at is m ost re­ 
m arkable and seems to be the best sub- 
si antiated is connected w ith the royal house 
of Germ any, aud is known as th e "W hite 
Lady of the Hohenz.ollerns.” 
The lady in question is said bv all to be 
one of the ancestresses of the fam ily, but 
w hich one is not agreed. 
There is an abundance of evidence as to 
her repeated appearances, and no m erely 
ghost story is so well authenticated. 
8he is recorded to have m ade her first ap ­ 
pearance in 15P8, just I ie fore the death of 
tlie elector, John George. 
T w en ty years 
later she prognosticated the death of John 
Sigismund. 
In 1829 she again appeared, and for the 
h ist tim e spoke, uttering these 
words 
"Vent, judica vivos et m ortuos.” 
A paper 
of that early day records the appearance 
w ith this sta te m e n t: 
"It is also undeniable th a t in our tim es, 
only a few years ago, in a certain princely 
house all cd to that of Bradenburg, a voting 
prince m et with a fatal accident, and that 
a few days before his death the w hite lady 
was seen.” 
In 105'J th e w hite lady was m et in the 
gallery at Berlin. Adore I he death of Anna 
Sophia, duchess of Brunswick, and again in 
1(1(17. when she foretold the death of Louise 
Ileni iette, wife of tho elector, Frederick 
W iliam . 
The subsequent appearance, generally be­ 
lieved in by the Germ ans who believe in 
ghosts at all, was to Frederick I. of Prussia, 
tile son of the elector. He was laying on his 
bed in a vzeak, exhausted condition, w ith a 
valet asleep on a m attress near fly. ,Sud­ 
denly he heard tile hangings divide and saw 
a tall w hite lady with outstretched arm s 
and flow ing hair, inclining her head toward 
tho bed, and turning from right to left as 
though she sougiit som ething under the 
hangings. At last she discovered the king, 
and her steady eyes looked a t him long in 
silence. W illiam raised him self and made a 
m ovem ent;h er eyes followed h im ; she was 
unm oved. At th a t m om ent the clock on a 
pier table near the bed rang ttie hour and 
stopped. Tile lady disappeared. At the 
sam e m om ent a violent noise was Heard in 
the room adjoining, where were, and now 
are. placed on etageres, the plates and 
dishes used in the fetes of the Prussian 
king. They all fell with a crash to the floor. 
The valet awoke; the king cried in ac 
cents of terror; "There, there! She went 
out th ere!” Aud with bewildered look, his 
hand extended, he pointed to the door of 
the private- room. 
"W ho?” asked the valet, half asleep. 
"The wlitie lady, I tell you! Go aud see 


w hich way she w ent.” The valet searched 
all over the palace, and found no spectre. 
“I saw the w hite lady,” said th e king, as 
though speaking to him self, and covered 
his face w ith the bed covering®. 
N ext day 
lie ordered his coffin and made the queen, 
his wife, to lie in it, iii order to see if the 
size was right. It w as his last act of cruelty, 
for he died that night. 
Forty years alter lits son. Frederick the 
G reat, died at Sans Souci, and he, too. saw 
the w hite lady. T he circum stances again 
were rem arkable. A picture of tho whole 
lady had been painted tit is said by his own 
band), which is still in existence, an dubow# 
th e superstition which was evidently in his 
m ind. W hether he expected to see lier or 
not, she came. 
One evening just at nightfall Frederick 
was alone in the library standing before a 
m usic stand which he used when playing 
th e flute. The door opened and th e w hite 
lady traversed the room w ithout looking at 
him . For a m om ent he did not know w hat 
to do. Then he followed lier; he opened 
the door and followed her from room to 
room w ithout treaching lier and 
finally 
stopped at the vestibule. 
H ie apparition 
seem ed to run over th e sand in th e circular 
court in front, seem ed to hesitate a m om ent. 
th en vaguely beckoned him to come, and 
disappeared. He died a few days afterw ard. 
The W hite Lady of Hohenzollern is also 
said to have appeared in 1840 before the 
death of Frederick W illiam IIL : In 1861, 
previous to the death of Frederick W illiam 
IV., and in the present year previous to the 
death of the late enipi ror. 
The conclusion or tho m atter 5s th a t the 
superstition, born far back in the days of 
paganism , has perm eated Europe and still 
lias some power, but as rem arked an Irish 
story-teller: "I don’t hear th a t the ban­ 
shees go on so m uch now as they did for­ 
m erly.” Such beliefs m ust fade out before 
the m arch of intelligence and kjbw ledgo, 
and yet they are so full of a peculiar interest 
th a t m any will regret their loss even in tho 
day w hen no one will credit or accept them 
upon any authority w hatever.

"S alute the brethren 
w ith a kiss.” H enry II. of England refused 
to give Becket the kiss of peace, the usual 
pledge of re' onciliation in vogue in 1109. 
T here are historical kisses on record,some 
of w hich were im portant enough to shape 
political events, it is supposed th a t Hie 
kisses exchanged by Antony and Cleopatra 
aud H enry VHI. and Anne Boleyn shook an 
em pire and destroyed a religion.

I n d ia n a p o lis , Ind., Sept. l l . —Tho fol­ 
lowing is General Harrison’s letter accept­ 
ing the Republican presidential nomina­ 
tion: 
I n d ia n a p o lis , Ind., Sept. l l , 1888, 
Hon. M. M. Esteo and Others, Committee: 
Gentlemen — When 
your 
committee 
Visited mo on the Fourth of Jnly hist and 
presented the official announcement of my 
aomination for the 
presidency of the 
United States by the Republican conven­ 
tion. I promised as soon as practicable to 
communicate to you a more formal ac­ 
ceptance of the nomination. 
Since that 
time the work of receiving and addressing, 
almost daily, large delegations of my fel- 
low-citizens, has not only occupied all of 
ray time, but has in some measure rendered 
it unnecessary for me to use this letter as a 
medium of communicating to tho public 
my views upon the questions involved in 
tile campaign. 
I appreciate very highly the confidence 
and respect manifested by the convention, 
aud accept the nomination with a feeling of 
gratitude and a full sense of the responsi­ 
bilities which accompany it. 
It is a m atter of congratulation that tho 
declarations of the Chicago convention upon 
the questions that now attract the interest 
of our people are so clear and emphatic. 
There is further cause of congratulation in 
the fact that the convention utterances of 
the Democratic party, if in any degrees un­ 
certain or contradictory, can now be Judged 
and interpreted by executive acts and mes­ 
sages, and by definite propositions in legis­ 
lation. 
* 
This is especially true of what is popu­ 
larly known as the tariff question. 
The 
issue 
C a n n o t N o w b a O b s c u re d . 
It is not a contest between schedules, but 
between wide-apart principles. The foreign 
competitors of our m arket have with quick 
Instinct seen how one issue of the contest 
may bring them advantage, and our own 
people are not so dull as to miss ot neglect 
the grave interests that are involved for 
them. 
The assault upon our protective system is 
open and defiant. Protection is jussailed as 
unconstitutional in law, or as vicious in 
principle, and those who hold such views 
sincerely cannot stop short of an absolute 
elimination from our tariff laws of the prin­ 
ciple of protection. 
The Mills hill is only a step, but it is 
toward an object that the leaders of Demo­ 
cratic thought and legislation have clearly 
in mind. Tho important question is not so 
much the length of the step as the direction 
of it. 
Judged by the executive message of De­ 
cember last, by the Mills bill, by the de­ 
bates in Congress and by the St. Louis plat­ 
form, the Democratic party will, if sup­ 
ported by the coffin try, place tho tariff laws 
upon a purely revenue basis. This is prac­ 
tically free trade, free trade in the Eng­ 
lish sense. The legend upon tho banner may 
not be ‘‘free trade” ; It may 
the more ob­ 
scure motto "tariff reform; but neither tho 
banner nor the inscription is conclusive, 
Hor. indeed, very important. 
Tho assault itself is the important fact. 
Those who teach that the import duty upon 
foreign goods sold in our m arket is paid by 
the consumer, and that the price oL the 
domestic competing article is enhanced to 
the amount of the duty on imported articles, 
th at every million of dollars collected for 
customs duties represents many millions 
more which do not reach the treasury, but 
are paid by our citizens as the increased 
cost of domestic productions resulting from 
the tariff laws, may not intend to discredit 
iii tile minds of others our system of levy­ 
ing duties on competing foreign products, 
but it is clearly already discredited in their 
own. We cannot doubt, 
W ithout Im pugning Their Integrity, 
that if free to act upon their convictions, 
they would so revise our laws as to lay the 
burden of tho customs revenue upon arti­ 
cles that are not produced in this country, 
and to place upon the free list all compet­ 
ing foreign products. 
I do not need to stop to refute this theory 
as to the effect of our tariff dutios. Those 
who advance it are students of maxims and 
not of the markets. They may bo safely 
allowed to call their project ‘‘tariff reform” 
if the people understand that in the end 
the argument compels free trade in all com­ 
peting products. 
This end may not be 
reached abruptly, and its approach may be 
accompanied 
with 
some expression of 
sympathy for our protected industries and 
our working people, but it will certainly 
come, if these early steps do not arouse the 
people to effective resistance. 
The Republican party holds that a pro­ 
tective tariff is constitutional, wholesome 
and necessary. We do not offer a fixed 
schedule, but a principle. We will revise 
the schedule, modify rates, but always with 
an intelligent prevision as to tho effect upon 
domestic production and tho wages of our 
working people. 
We believe it to be one of the worthy ob­ 
jects of tariff legislation to preserve the 
American m arket for American producers, 
and to m aintain the American rate of wages 
by adequate discriminating duties upon for­ 
eign competing productions. 
The effect of lower rates and larger im­ 
portations upon tho public revenue Ls con­ 
tingent and doubtful, but not so the effect 
upon American production and American 
wages. 
Less work and lower wages must bo ac­ 
cepted as the inevitable result of tho in­ 
creased offering of foreign goods in our 
market. 
By way of recompense for this reduction 
In his wages and the loss of the American 
market, it is suggested that the diminished 
Wages of the workingman will have an un­ 
diminished purchasing power, and that 
he will be able to make up for the 
1.0ga of th e Home M arket 
by an enlarged foreign market. 
Our workingmen have the settlem ent of 
the question in their own hands. They now 
obtain higher wages and live more com­ 
fortably than those of any other country. 
They will make choice between the sub­ 
stantial advantages they have in hand and 
the deceptive promises and forecasts of 
those theorizing reformers. They will de­ 
cide for themselves and for the country 
whether the protective system shall be con­ 
tinued or destroyed. 
The fact of a treasury surplus, the amount 
pf which is variously stated, has directed 
S 
ubtle attention to a consideration of the 
lethods by which tho national income 
may best be reduced to the level of wise 
and necessary expenditure. This condition 
has been seized upon by those who arc hos­ 
tile to protective custom duties as an ad­ 
vantageous base of attack upon our tariff 
laws. They have magnified aud nursed the 
surplus, which they affect to deprecate, 
seemingly for the purpose of exaggerating 
the evil in order to reconcile the people to 
the extreme remedy they propose. 
A proper reduction of the revenue does 
not necessitate and should not suggest the 
abandonment or impairment of the pro­ 
tective system. The methods suggested by 
our convention will not need to be ex­ 
hausted In order to effect tho necessary re­ 
duction. 
We are not likely to be called upon, I 
think, to make a present choice between 
the surrender of our protective system and 
the entire repeal of the internal taxes. 
Such a contingency, in view of tho present 
relation of expenditures to revenue, is re­ 
mote. The inspection and regulation of tqe 
m anufacture and sale of oleomargarine is 
. important, ape! the revenue derived from it 
is not so great that tho repeal of the law 
need enter into any plan of revenue re­ 
duction. 
The law authorizes the use of the exist­ 
ing surplus, and if it is not needed for 
current or deficiency appropriations, tho 
people, and not the banks in which it bas 
been deposited, should have the advantage 
of its use by stopping interest upon the 
public debt. At least those who needlessly 
hoard it should not be allowed to use tho 
foar of a monetary stringency thus pro­ 
duced to coerce public sentiment upon 
other questions. 
Closely connected with the subject of the 


tariff is that of importation of foreign la­ 
borers under contracts of (orvicetn be per- j 
formed bere. Tile law now in force pro- j 
inbiting such contracts received my cordial 
support iii the Senate, and such amend­ 
ments as may be found necessary effectively 
to deliver our workingmen and women 
from the most inequitable form of com­ 
petition. will havo my sincere advocacy. 
Legislation prohibiting the 
Im portation of Laborer* 
under contracts to serve here will, how­ 
ever. afford very inadequate relief to our 
working people if the system of protective 
duties is broken down. If the products of 
American shops must compete in the 
American market without favoring duties 
with th© products of cheap foreign labor, 
the effect will be different, if at all. only in 
degree, whether the cheap laborer is across 
the street or over the sea. 
Such competition will soon reduce wages 
here to tho level of those abroad, aud when 
that condition is reached we will not need 
any laws forbidding tho importation of 
laborers under contract-—they will have no 
inducement to come, and the employer no 
inducement to send for them. 
In th read ier years of our history public 
agencies to promote immigration 
were 
common. Tho pioneer wanted a neighbor 
with more friendly instincts than the In­ 
dian. Labor was scarce and fully employed, 
but the day of tho immigration bureau has 
gone by. while our doors will continuo 
open to proper immigration, we do not need 
to issue special invitations to the mhabi-' 
tanto of other countries to come to our 
shores or to share our citizenship. Indeed, 
the necessity of some inspection and lim ita­ 
tion is obvious. 
We should resolutely refuse to permit 
governments to send their paupers and 
criminals to our ports. At e are also clearly 
under a duty to defend our civilization by 
excluding alien races wbo-e ult alate assim­ 
ilation with our people is neither pos dine 
nor desirable. Toe family has been the nu­ 
cleus of our best immigration, and the 
homo the most potent assimilating forco in 
our civilization. 
The objections to Chinese immigration 
are distinctive and couclus vc. and are now 
so generally accepted as such that tho ques­ 
tion has paased entirely beyond Hie stage of 
argument. The Jaws relating to this sub 
6 
id would, if I should bo charged with 
leif enforcement, be faithfully executed. 
Such amendments 
or 
further legisla­ 
tion 
as 
may 
be 
neces-ary 
and 
proper to prevent evasions of tho laws and 
to stop further Chinese immigration would 
also meet my approval. The expression of 
the convention upon this subject is inentire 
harmony with my views. 
Our civil compact i* a government by 
majorities; mid the law loses its sanction 
ana the magistrate our respect when this 
compact is broken. The 
Kvil R e*tills of K loction FrainU 
do not expend themselves upon the voters 
who are robbed of their rightful influence 
in public affairs. Tho individual or com­ 
munity, 
or 
party 
that 
practises 
or 
connives 
at 
election 
frauds, has suf­ 
fered irreparable injury aud will sooner 
or later realize 
that to exchange the 
American system of 
majority rule for 
minoritv control, is not only unlawful and 
unp itriotic, but very unsafe for those who 
promote it. The disfranchisement of a sin­ 
gle legal elector by fraud or intimidation is 
a crime too grave to be Hoarded lightly. 
The right ut every qualified elector to cast 
one free ballot ana to have it honestly 
counted must not be questioned. I.very 
constitutional power should be used to 
make this right secure and punish frauds 
upon tno ballot. 
(lur colored people do not ask special 
legislation in their interest, but only to lie 
made secure in the common rights of Amer­ 
ican 
citizenship. 
They will. however, 
naturally mistrust the sincerity of thoso 
party leaders who appeal to their race f ir 
support only 
in those localities where 
suff rage is free and election results doubtful 
and compass their disfranchisement where 
their votes would bo controlling and their 
choice cannot be coerced. 
The nation, not less than the States, is 
dependent lor pros* erity and security upon 
the intelligence aud morality of the people. 
This conunon iutere»t very early suggested 
national aid in the establishment and en­ 
dowment of schools and colleges in the new 
States. 
There is, I believe, a present exi­ 
gency that calls for still more liberal and 
direct appropriations in aid of common 
school education in the States. 
The territorial torfii of government is a 
rinporary expedient, not a permanent 
ci vil condition. It is adapted to the ex­ 
igency that suggested it. but becomes bl­ 
ade mate. and even oppressive, when ap­ 
plied to fixed raid populous communities,

The declaration of tho convention against 
‘‘all combinations of capital, organized in 
trusts or otherwise, to control arbitrarily 
Hie condition of trade among our citizens, 
is in harmony wittr the views entertained 
and publicly expressed by me tong before 
tile assembling of tho convention. Ordi­ 
narily capital shares the losses of idleness 
with labor; but under the 


Operation of the Trust, 
in some of its forms, the wage worker alone 
suffers loss, while idle capital receives its 
dividends from a trust fund. Producers 
who refuse to join the combination are de­ 
stroyed, and competition as an element of 
prices is eliminated. It cannot he doubted 
that the legislative authority should and 
will find a method of dealing fairly and ef­ 
fectively with these aud other abuses con­ 
nected with this subject. 
it can hardly bo nee ssary for mo to say 
that I apa heartily in s:>im>athy witli tho 
declaration of Hie convention upon tho sub­ 
ject of pensions to our soldiers and sailors. 
What they gave and what they suffer, a I 
had some opportunity to observe, and, in a 
small measure, to experience. They gave un­ 
grudgingly fit was not a trade but an ottering. 
The measure was heaped up, running over. 
W hat they achieved, only a distant genera­ 
tion c a n a d e q u a te ly tell. W ithout attempt­ 
ing to discuss particular propositions, I may

A ll appointments under it should lie abso­ 
lutely free from partisan consideration and 
influence, borne ex tensions of the classified 
lists are practicable and desirable, and 
further legislation extending tho reform to 
other branches of tile service to which it is 
applicable would receive my approval. In 
appointments to every grade and depart­ 
ment, ii tness.and not party service, should be 
the essential and discriminating test, and 
fidelity aud efficiency the only sure tenure 
of office. Only tho interests of the public 
service 
should suggest removals from 
office. I know the practical difficulties at- 
a 
nding the attempt to apply the spirit of 
e civil service rules to all appointments 
and removals. It will, however, be my sin­ 
cere purpose, if elected, to advance the re­ 
form. 
I notice with pleasure th at the convention 
did not omit to express its solicitude for the 
Prom otion of Virtue and Temperance 
among our people. The Republican party 
has always been friendly to everything that 
tended to make the home life of our people 
free, pure and prosperous, and will in the 
future be true to its history in this respect. 
Our relations with foreign powers should 
be characterized by friendliness and re­ 
spect. The right of our people and our 
ships to hospitable treatm ent should be in­ 
sisted upon with dignity and firmness. Our 
nation is too great, both in material strength 
P 
d in moral power, to indulge in bluster Ol­ 
lie suspected of timorousness. Vacua* 
non and inconsistency are incompatible 
with successful diplomacy, as they are with 
the national dignity. 
We should especially cultivate and ex­ 
tend our diplomatic and commercial rela­ 
tions with the Central and Bouth American 
States. 
Our fisheries should be fostered and pro­ 
tected. The hardships aud risks that are 
the necessary incidents of the business 
should not be increased by an inhospitable 
exclusion from the near lying ports. The 
resources of a firm, dignified and consistent 
diplomacy are undoubtedly equal to the 
prompt aud peaceful solution of the diffi­ 
culties that now exist. Our neighbors will 
surely not exnect in our ports a commercial 
hospitality they denv to us in theirs. 
I cannot extend this letter by a special 
reference to other subjects upon which the 
convention gave an expression. In respect 
to them, as well as to those I have noticed, 
I am in entire agreement with the declara­ 
tions of the convention. The resolutions 
relating to the coinage, to the rebuilding of 
the navy, to coast defences, and to public 
lauds express conclusions to all of which I 
gave my support in the Senate. 
Inviting a calm and thoughtful considera­ 
tion of these publio questions, we submit 
them to the people. Their intelligent pa­ 
triotism and the good providence that 
made and has kept us a nation will lead 
them to wise and safe conclusions.

lar proved a popular price. 
This summer has been Hie biggest W ind­ 
sor season of years, and it probably marks 
the introduction of Windsor scarfs as suit­ 
able and popular not only for negligee, but 
for street aud business—uses to which the 
American taste bas not taken kindly hith­ 
erto. Their lightness ami comfort mark 
them as much better suited for summer 
wear than the stiff and less comfortable 
made-up scarfs.

it is liked. A small tortoise shell lobster 
with polished gold claws was seen recently. 
Also a complete, though very tiny model of 
a windmill in gold; a golden sun sur­ 
rounded with zig-zag rays; a platinum 
shield held by a gold pointed spear; a gold 
helmet with platinum visors; a jockey cap 
in a variety of colors, represented by 
enamel, with gold peaks: and a miniature 
knapsack of green gold with an artistic 
monogram engraved in the centre. 
There are some scarf rings shown also. 
One that should please even the most fas­ 
tidious is composed of two slender gold 
wire* held together by four oblong opals 
with a sp ice between each. 
Others are of nugget-finished gold, set in 
the ( entre with small garnets. 
Conspicuous among popular novelties 
now lying in tho jeweller*’ showcases, is 
the jewelry that has borrowed its patterns 
from s*as< nable objects, objects suggestive 
of athletic sports, yachting, and tho cam­ 
paign. Dumbbells crossed or chained to­ 
gether have been reproduced in both gold 
and silver, to serve us cuff buttons: row 
boa's, yuchts, oars, anchors and pulley- 
blocks furnish designs for scarf pins, so do 
jockey caps, whins, horseshoes, horses’ 
beads, foxes’ heads. otc.: while cuff buttons 
of convex crystals with skilfully hand- 
painted sporting figures showing through 
the glass are still extremely popular with 
the "fancy. ” 
Other oddities are small gold flounders 
with rose diamoud eyes: ono-ceut postage 
stamps in colored euamel: and black en­ 
amel disks with tho figure eight in bril­ 
liant.-' standing out iu bol'! relief. 
Although tho most fashionable men are 
reported as fearing very small ( able chains 
for watch-guards, with no lockets or trin­ 
kets thereon, yet the jewellers still show 
some very charming things iii watch- 
charms, such as miniature horns of Etrus­ 
can gold, or a celluloid baso ball with zig­ 
zag rows of black stitching. Hie whole being 
transformed at a moment’s notice into a 
tiny pencil. 
Among tho latest novelties in rings is a 
massive gold band, set in the centro with 
an oval catseye, which has a yellow dia­ 
mond on each side of It. Others are of fin9 
opaque amber with a solitaire diamond set­ 
ting, or a dull gold square setting bearing a 
raised inilial of black enamel. 
It is fast becoming an open question as to 
whether more extravagance ’s shown in 
ladies’ garter* with their gold arui silver 
clasps, or in men’s suspenders with their 
heavy gold anti silver buckles. 
These ar­ 
ticles certainly make a remarkable exhi­ 
bition in the showcases, and are said to he 
popular presents among members of fami­ 
lies and others sufficiently familiar to ex­ 
change 3uch practical articles of apparel. 
W riting of coins, recalls the fact that both 
gold and and silver coins are bettor em­ 
ployed to a limited extent as cuff buttons 
and garter clasps, a style that has nothing 
in particular to recommend it, as have the 
com lockets described. These last named 
furnish what most men are fond of jingling 
about in their pocket , with tho addition of 
a.souvenir of one’s fiancee, wife or child, 
concealed from the observation of others. 
Other things for th e pocket are solid silver 
key-rings, foot rule*, and pocket knives 
with silver handles, decorated with horse­ 
shoes. jockey caus or a bast; bali club. 
Razor strops with massive chased gold 
handles are occasionally ordered by some 
of our millionnaires. and shaving brushes 
now have handles of fiuo pierced silver to 
enhance their beauty. 
Among other devices, not so innocent in 
suggestion, are a silver boxing glove which 
has a cleverly concealed stopper iii the 
wrist, the newest thing in pocket flasks. It 
is guaranteed to knock out in one round 
when loaded. 
An excellent imitatioiv of a crab is an­ 
other. and to go with these Is a modest look­ 
ing litt le pencil case which a rapid manipu­ 
lation transforms into a full-fledged cork

Aaron Burr's Fame Exemplifies tho Ro­ 


mance After Misery.

W ashington*, Sept. lfi.—Judge Terry of 
California comes under that small class of 
success!ut duellists wi o are the romance of 
the succeeding times aud the ut sent of 
their own. 
'flu* United States lias had Hie worst duel­ 
ling history of probably ain country. In 
other countries officers of the army and 
navy were lour privileged to tight each 
other, and our own naval records bristle 
with duelling became ourorigmul captain*, 
commodores, etc., came of a class of tough 
ship captains who had been in tho mer­ 
chant service in foreign countries, and had 
been used to knocking down and dragging 
out, In that way the father of Commodore 
Decatur sot such an example to h e soli tfiat 
ho made his son a chivalric bully, who was 
fighting somebody or other from his youth 
up to his last chapter, when lie had drawn 
into a fight an unwilling equal in tho navy, 
and, though they shot each other with mer 
tai intent, the challenger lived and Decatur 
died 
In 
like 
manner, 
Commodore 
Perry. 
who 
was of Rhode Island stock 
like 
Decatur, reached 
a 
magnificent 
famo 
while 
ho 
was 
a 
very 
young 
man, 
hardly 28 years of age, bv the victory 
of Lake Erie. but soon 
afterward he 
slapped the face or knocked down Hie 
figure of one of ids own officers who felt 
called upon to follow him with a devotion 
which should have been given to his coun­ 
try and the service, lie first had Perry 
Court martialled and half e\oneraiod under 
the conditions of public favoritism, and 
thou ho kent after Perry till lie was Coni 
polled to tight a duel, aud, if the account be 
true, Pony fired in the air, or did not lire at 
all, while the other man tired at Perry and 
missed him, and thou the seconds call d the 
duel off. 
Soon afterward Commodore 
Perry lost his life exploring the Orinoco 
river in the fever season. 
To this day tile reputation of these old 
tars is strong in Hie country, but tho school 
they were raised in was an uncivilized one. 
It was formerly the habit of our young offi­ 
cers, when they got somewhere abroad, to 
pick a quarrel with officers of the British 
navy, or somo other navy, and havo a 
F ight Upcom ing a P rize P lc h te r. 
Deca ur, whom I have mentioned, fought 
one duel when ho was a mere boy. near 
Newcastle, on the Delay are. Commodore 
Perry Was for years bedevilled by the pre­ 
tensions of Commodore ti ll tut, w ho clanned 
that Perry came on his ship during the I at­ 
tle of Lake Erie. greatly demoralized, ex­ 
pressing tho opinion that tile British had 
won the day. For th s Perry pursued him, 
and thole was no limitation rf possible 
duels. The ignorant people of the country 
picked up the example of fighting from 
their gallant superiors, aud consequently 
shooting at sight, warning people out of 
town, ural all that I avo disgraced sonic of 
our States and modo them next to unin­ 
habitable bv strangers. 
I have referred to Judge Terry as o 'copy­ 
ing the sinister place ut Hie successful duel­ 
list who has killed a great man. and it is 
sometimes the fate of thoso survivors of 
bloody contests to live very long lives and 
stand iii this world tho torture the theo­ 
logians formerly transferred tos mo future 
state. There was Aaron Burr, who killed 
Alexander ifamiltou In 1804. and who lived 
down to about 1880, until the man whom 
scandal considered to be Aaron Burr’s son 
was in tho chair ot tim presidency. Burr 
survived Jefferson, lli'utilton. John Adatus. 
Washington, and about everybody he had 
been contemporary with, and at last clos d 
bis eyes the most lonely man 
in Hie 
now 
world, 
surrounded 
by 
mankind. 
but 
shunned 
bv 
all. 
It 
was 
not 
his 
kill,ng 
Hamilton 
alone 
which 
proved to be his destruction, though (bat 
was his principal offence in the estimation 
of those who never know him: he broke 
himself down bv his habitual deceit, fal. o 
principles, thorough-going self conscious 
ness. and reference of everytliiug in this 
earth to his own miserable wishes. If there 
ever wa* a depraved being it was Burr in 
Ids old age. No further proof is needed of 
this than 'he honest statement of his last 
friend and executor, Matthew Davis, who 
says that he found every letter received by 
Aaron Burr from a lad' kept., classified ami 
tied in packages, as if for tho deliberate 
purpose of blackmail. Mr. Davis destroyed 
those letters, he says, with religious prin­ 
ciple. Ho also refused to be the medium of 
Aeron Burr attacking the character of Gen­ 
eral "Washington, 
The duel between Broderick aud Terry 
was quire a different m atter from 
Th* n a tl IL tw M i Ham ilton an d 15 ti cr. 
aud yet the chief lingering importance of 
Terry is tho fact that lie killed Broderick. 
You can draw somo slight parallel bo- 
tvvosii Hie cases of Broderick and Alexander 
Hamilton, The intellectual fibre of men is 
not spun out until they are somewhat 
seasoned and have come out of Hie cocoon. 
Hamilton was of tho slightest consequence 
until, while on W ashington’s staff, lie fore 
saw the financial settlement of Hi is country 
to bo tho great problem of tile time of 
peace, and ne must have bad immense 
faith in tho independence of tho nation, be­ 
cause ho wrote to Robert Morris upon these 
financial settlements while Washington 
was lying back in tho Jerseys and tho war 
was lour or 1 vo years It cm its termination. 
De wrote to Morris, taking up the que-tion 
of our finances a* the basis of our nation. 
Morris was no theoretical financier at, all, 
but a money making merchant with a 
speculative turn—a sort of Moses tay­ 
lor 
or 
David 
Dows, 
These 
letters 
from Hum Hon probably affected him as 
u singularity. But the merchant always 
has a great respect for the soldier, and in 
the course of time Morris told General 
Washington, who had become President, 
that his former stuff officer, from whom 
Washington had parted after a spat, was 
tho best man he could put in charge of tho 
finances of the country. Tho effort ilamil- 
ton had made from the camps to get tuto 
old Robert Morris’ heavy head and big 
stomach some financial ideas trad borne 
fruit. And so in this world every great mo ce­ 
ment is the result of a personal effort. Mo- 
houiet concludes to be a theologian and 
supersede Jesus and Moses aiyl all tile rest, 
and though he was set down as an impostor, 
and to some extent was an impostor, tho 
general design ho fathered changed the 
aspect of tho world, and nearly conquered 
Europe, and. incidentally. America, to tho 
gospel of the camp and tho harem. 
Alexander Hamilton was from the State 
of New York. 
So was Senator Broderick, 
Aaron Burr organized the city of New 
Ytark, and was the father of that kind of 
politics from which Broderick developed. 
Broderick in New York city was a foreman 
or magnate of one of the volunteer tire 
companies, which somewhat corresponded 
to tile old apprentice system of the city of 
London at the end of the fifteen century. 
The nursery of the 
Fierce aud B rave Q ualities 
in nations has been heretofore in something 
outside of law, yet slightly accessory to the 
law. 
In privateering, which was but a 
little improvement over pirating, began tho 
naval spirit of this nation. 
In the volun­ 
teer fire companies, which were little more 
titan organized mobs, started Hie sense of 
political power in many a man like Brod­ 
erick. Ho had been born in Washington 
city ; his father was a stone-cutter around 
the Capitol building. Ile was a Democrat, 
until reaching California, he found that in­ 
curable bullying spirit of the former slave­ 
owner 
looking 
upon 
all 
Northern 
people as what he affectionately called 
scum,” 
He 
who 
had 
the 
proud 
privilege 
of 
owning 
a 
negro 
had 
no adequate means ot intellectual enjoy­ 
ment except to refer to the “scum’’ which 
lived in another part of tile land. To own 
a negro implies somo reflection upon the 
"scum” of one’s own race which does not 
own the negro. So Dave Broderick got to 
California and considered himself some­ 
thing of a m au; but Mr. Terry regarded him 
as one of the scum. 
Ho had nov or owned 
a negro; he had never basked iu the proud 
Republican joy of boing a perfectly free 
citizen, devoted to liberty because lie was 
the proprietor of a slave. The two meu 
belonged to the same political party. In a 
little while the New Yorkers, who were 
the true fathers of California, coincident 
with these 
Tennessi cans, Texans, etc., 
broke away from the Southern element, or 
were broken from. A distinction grew up, 
iii the language of the country, between 
tho "Chiv.* 
and the “Micks”—the Chiv* 
meaning the Southerners and the Micks 
the Democratic Irish. Tho thoroughgo ng 
propriety and judice of making California 
a slave Stats was as plain to Judge Terry 
and his class as the nose on your face. 
There was a groat instrument called tho 
Constitution, which they cousidered to be 
their shield. This instrument hadnowhere 
explicitly . aid that a great man should not 


take hi* negro with him anywhere. 'Hie 
Constitution made Hie 
Spurn n Spurn, 
and, therefore, the son of liberty could take 
his slave wherever he chese to go, b e th e l 
to a hotel in Philadelphia or to the Terri­ 
tories of tho United States. 
A little wrestle ensued, and in 1850 Cali­ 
fornia entered the I mon under a free con­ 
stitution. The Now Yorkers had put d o .'n 
the "Chiv*.” There entered the I mon, as 
senator* from California, Fremont and 
Gwinn. Fremont d rew tlie shortterm , and i 
soon went out of place. Gwinn, who was a 
protege Of Andrew Jackson and tho son of a 
Methodist 
preacher, 
long remained in 
power. Davit g no other business hut poli­ 
ties, who Ii was enougn for one of lit* tvpe. 
Broderick, growing more und more West­ 
ern, conceived that it wa * further humbug 
to placate the Southern element- in Cali­ 
fornia. Which bud a way of bringing every 
issue to a aet Hem ut by issuing a challenge 
to fight a duel. Ho had tried the duelling 
business and had emno off safely. Ho sic 
©opted Mr. Terry’s challenge, and thoro 
met a man of a lory different stamp. 
a blood-thirsty being whose interest rn 
a 
do el 
wa* 
greater 
than a;sy other 
earthly quest on, Broderie*; fought duels 
as m atters of political necessity. 
Terry 
fought them as mailers of supreme hunt­ 
ing delight and oy. Terry had been iii the 
Mexican wa. and had th en nutation of hav­ 
ing deliberately killed number* of Mexi­ 
can* at Monterey , taking as much pleasure 
iii shooting a man down and in billowing 
up the murder t v killing another man . a si 
how re hooting nan ridge after] irtiidgo in 
the field with his dog to raise tho coveys. 
Before the duelling re d wa* reached tno 
coo! purpose of 'l l rev had told upon Bro i 
crick’# nervous organization, 
Broderick 
could knock a follower dow n who wi uldn’t 
discipline well, I ut it was little in ids ira 
tine to kill anybody. Te rry loved to kill, 
Ho belonged to that class, formerly num er­ 
ous in tho South" i st, \\ ii,cli re oil ed in tho 
idea rn death, Broderick lost his life, and 
from that lay ho has been somewhat like 
Alexander Hamilton, 
A H e r o o f Ihp M arty n tn m t 
tho blessed victim; the vindicated man in 
bis principle* B r which he sacrificed bis 
life. Here and there s< me thinking man 
who draw* tho lines and holds the scales 
equitably will consider that Broderick de­ 
served hi# fate In that he tempted the i-sue, 
But, on tho otlmr hand, it is impossible 
for a modern society to exist with many 
men like Judge 'lorry prominent iii it. 
He 
has i eon on mo wrong s ue of every ques­ 
tion during a Ion: lite. 
Tlie recent stam- 
podo lie made rn the I lifted States Court 
of California, where the worn un lie had 
married got up aud denounced the I lilted 
State* udgo of the Supreme Court as hnv 
lug been bought, rhow* that men of this 
description walk down bill, like Aaron 
Burr, from tho moment ho considered, iii a 
cold-blooded wav. that liq could kill Ham­ 
ilton, and I l i o n did it. Mr. Hamilton was 
very much opposed and hated until he wa* 
shot. aud ut that moment he rose like a 
pie nix from ii* ashes, and his lame ha 
never ai teriorated since, xx Ii Ho men search 
in vain to know whatever m ad' Aurin 
Burr important, except intriguing polities 
aud e nominal service in Hie revolutionary 
war, I lie services of Aaron Burr in tho 
rf volet tan were about equal to those of 
Judge Terry in the Mexican war and in the 
civil war. 
Burr In ver rose to any dis- 
t nguiahed command o f responsibility Iii 
the revolution ami was re coted from tho 
stair of ti ashing^ n a* not fit to sit and eat 
at Hie general'* to"!©. Ile had seduced a 
young woman intrusted to his care or the 
care of ids superior bv lier fat lier 
'I tie cir- 
cum*talice fie ame known, aud \\ ashing on 
would not tolerate bim. \ et he was Colonel 
Burr of tho revolutionary line, and im be­ 
sought General Washington, through bis 
political associate*, t«> become one of the 
generals of tho service in the subsequent 
histories of the country. 
Ii was in the year 185(1 that Broderick was 
killed, only a little while before tim mein' 
l iable raid of John Brown. About ‘id years 
have since pa-red away, and Judge Terry 
lives to figure iii an episode like tho pres­ 
ent. 
In Isnt Alexander Hamilton wa* 
deliberately kdled in a duel by Aaron Burr, 
because Hamilton had crossed his selfish 
purposes an i refused to subscribe to his 
abandoned character. Burmvrvtved Ham­ 
ilton altern att years, This i* my remora 
bronco. Is it not, therefore, toe case that 
there is a remarkable coincidence between 
T h e Fates of th e S u rv iv o rs 
of these ditols? Burr killed Hamilton on 
the rocky shores of tho Hudson river, in the 
vicinity of Now York. Terry killed Brod­ 
erick in tho vicinity of the mountainous 
sic reg of Han Francisco bay. Long after 
Burr died thoro were per*' ns like Jerry 
Clemens to write novels about him. and try 
to make him a hero upon tim basis of 
hi* physical courage and » old - blooded ly 
designing the death of another man. Tho 
verdict has not stood, and Hamilton is still 
the principal character of tho country, his 
fame extending a,* the century lades away 
ami opens into a new one. Meantime tho 
bt ate of California ira* ripened in David 
Broderick’# direction; its industries have 
become versatile; its character approxi­ 
mates more aud more to that of tho North­ 
ern section ot the American people, and 
business rules it. The hereof the duelling 
codo remains segregated and lonely, sop*- 
rated ut lust from tim social designations of 
his m aturer life, und the husband of a 
woman who was tho plaything of a North­ 
ern public man. Tho more this issue is 
brought into the United States courts, and 
there becomes tile occasion of unseemly 
pullings of dirks ami pistols, tho more 
does that old civilization of ihe desperado 
fade away until we seem to lie reading somo 
of Thackeray's novels about tho time of 
Henry Esmond, when he who ran tho 
simple gentleman through Die body with 
his swi rd ou what was called tho nob! of 
honor, held as high a place as that of some 
of IV alter Scott’s heroes iii Hie Alsatian 
story. 
Men have no business to live by 
their passions, aud to attem pt to compel 
the world, by their desperation, to come to 
their morbid standard. 
No man was ever 
killed in a duel in this country who lost any 
credit on 
that account. 
No man ever 
shot another in 
a 
duel, who 
gained 
any credit 
iii 
tho 
civilized 
estimate 
of his time. When Aaron Burr said to 
the principal European publicist that he 
had mado a study of Hamilton and knew 
t hat ho could kill him, tins publicist merely 
wrote down in his diaiy, “ As he felt that he 
could kill hun it seemed to bo nothing 
but 
deliberate murder,” 
And murder 
done 
Has 
its 
punishment 
in 
this 
world. 
We 
do not need to wait for 
another world to pas* unqn the offences 
of this one. The 
peaceful 
dead 
who 
havo 
suffered 
from

men long ago suffered their last pang. 
Those who survive, and have only tho 
prominence of having killed a fellow man, 
need our pitv though they can seldom de­ 
scry e it.

Its Storied Meaning to the 
Israelite.

Rabbi Solomon Schindler’s Lecture at 


Temple Adath Israel. 


The Bubje t of Rabbi Solomon Schindler’s 
lecture, delivered at the Temple Adath 
Israel, last ev< mug. wa* the “ Day of Atone­ 
m ent.” He sroke as follow*: 
The pleasant feeing which we experience 
when we meet with a friend or with a per­ 
son with whom we have been acquainted 
for some time, find* its cause in the assur­ 
ance I fiat we need not fear to lie disap­ 
pointed in him. We knew him, his habits, 
his customs, hismode of thinking,and there­ 
fore we can fairly rely mum his actions. But 
when we 
meet 
with

stranger for 
the 
first 
time inch 
en 
assurance is 
wanting 
We feel that we have to expert 
try ut with him in order to find out how he 
will act in this or that emergency. We 
know not his antecedent*, lr,* Ii story, and 
thus we are unable to judge upon him from 
tlie experience wo 
mav hive 
derived 
through an acquaintance with his parents, 
relatives or friends 
-Vs it it with persons so 
it is with objects of all kind*, and it is the 
history of a thing which we crave most be­ 
fore we place our whole confidence in it 
Tho present day. Hie Day of Atonement, 
exerts a force upon all and every member 
of the Jewish community such as no other 
ordinaly day or holiday does. Its celebra­ 
tion unites the most opposite groups: the 
mo t orthodox and tho most radical stand 
firm upon the ground that this day before 
all in essentially Jewish, and must in* up­ 
held in deserving sanctity as tan# a* the 
Jewish nation and religion

difference* when the observation of this 
day is concerned. People who have been 
neglectful of their religions duties during 
the whole year still flock together tor the 
celebration of tho dav of atonement, ana 
like Jonah’s gourd that. grew up within a 
n ght and died within a night, hundred* of 
synagogues and places of worship spring 
un a hon t this time all over the country to 
serve as religious centre* for tlie chi ii cml 
of Israel for tho purpose of celebrating this 
holiest of all days. 
Now we should think, that Midi a day 
ought not to he a st ran gar to us, that we 
Should know perfectly well what we may 
safely expect of it, aud. above all. that we 
should he familiar with it# history; but, 
save an indefinite and Indistinct feeling of 
awe which creeps over us, produced proba­ 
bly through heredity, no comprehension of 
the actual importance of tin- da* is to l*e 
found among the masse*. Both lite intent 
gent and the unintelligent seem to cele 
male tho day us a m atter o f course, and to 
reverence it with some kind of supersti­ 
tious fear, hut they lack tho foundation 
upon which aloid' the day can stand as a 
Mn nu hi out ut ICtiHgloiis F ervor 
and inspiration, 
lf. therefore, we desire to 
celebrate the present day not hvpoeriti 
tally, b utin tho true spirit til which it 
ought to I e celebrated, we must familiarize 
ourselves first of all w itli its antecedents, 
with it* It it-tory: we must trv to find its 
source and follow 
it* 
winding 
course 
through tho ages until we reach tho pres­ 
et} t time. 
uie day of atonement has not been ever 
tho saute, nor has it ahvax# traen < eh bruted 
lit tlie Slime manner and with tlie same 
sentiment. As is the cate with religion iii 
general, tim* only it* name has sui rived, 
while the object fat which it stood ha* con 
stantiy been changing. No ©titer dray ha* 
jd etui tied itself more nun tho Jewish re 
tiglon than tho day of atonement, and no 
oilier dav shows better both the vitality of 
Judaism and tho evolutionary force - which 
are working in Judaism than this verv d a ;. 
Every conception aud birth ti# covered 
With darkness. 
WO know not how life 
originates. We observe St uot before it has 
assumed an observable form: thus we know 
not tho birth and tho real origin of the day 
of atonement, 
It is surely much older 
than Biblical Judaism, and we may pre­ 
sume that it must have hegira in an ©ally 
ago of humanity and at nu early.*tageof civ* 
iltzat ion. We may also guess ut the cause# 
I [rat have produced a festival like this. At 
the time when mankind wa* yet in its iu 
fancy, when men know little, if anything. 
of tho laws which govern the cosmos, 
when he morely felt tho forces of nature 
surrounding him. impeding and crushing 
him on every occasion, he could not help 
feeling that the origin of these furci"-G ou 
—was us Irritable and lncalquLahta a - were 
these forces themselves, and that He made 
use of them for no other purpose than of 
showing Hts pleasure or Hts wrath to mutt. 
lit the early stage* of human history w© 
find it everywhere tiiat ’iran considered it 
hts foremost task to place himself on a 
friendly tooting with that supernatural 
power which mocked at ail his efforts of 
calculation, that lie endeavored what be 
might call to appease the ire and wrath 
of God. 
rho craving tor justice which 
is 
intuitive 
in 
the 
human 
soul 
forced the primitive man to attribute 
tho highest sense of justice to his Maser, 
and Iracauso of it he extracted that God 
would reward every t.ood dt';*d aud surely 
would not h ave unpunished an evil action. 
Whenever the ungovernable lorocs of na­ 
ture brought destruction tohitn, wlien bai I 
destroyed his liar . est, when lightning sot 
fire to hi* habitation, when pestilence 
robbed him of the beloved members of his 
family, he saw in it tho retribution of a 
just God, who was thus punishing an evil 
deed of his. However, while he observed 
the punishing hand. lie could not alway* 
detect the cause of the ravine anger. 
He 
could not always discover wherein he had 
sinned, nor fin wtiat proportion the offence 
stood to tho punishment. A pardonable in­ 
genuity taught him. therefore, how to stay 
tho arm of tho punishing God; it taught 
him to appl a1 to His mercy, aud by 
acknowledging real or imaginary misdeed*, 
a* well a* by offering a substitute upon 
which the wrath of iv justly indignant God 
Could descend, to save himself and his own. 
VV itll primitive mau an evil deed could bo 
atoned for only by death. Nothing, lie 
thought, could appease the auger of tho 
Divine Being but the death of the malefac­ 
tor. Cruel a* was titan man, so was his 
God!: but still so much feeling of mercy did 
It© attribute to Him that he thought Him 
willing to accept a substitute aud to be sat­ 
isfied with the death of another innocent 
being iii place of the offender’s destruction. 
Hence it became customary to offer up to 
God animals as sacrifices to atone 
ForJM um an S ho rtco m in g s. 
On some certain day they made it a prac­ 
tice to appease the anger of God by ac­ 
knowledging their own sinfulness and by 
permitting the justice of God to be exer­ 
cised witiiout any bodily harm to them ­ 
selves. Bueh was probably the (lark and 
hidden origin of tho Day of Atonement. 
When we meet it in Bibl leal Judaism It had 
grown un already and had fat advanced 
beyond these primitive ideas. The Biblical 
day of atonement, though it still rested 
upon the conception of nuiiran sinfulness 
and divine anger, allowed of a higher aud 
nobler interpretation. 
It was no longer 
man who desired forgiveness of sins irom 
God, which is nothing tass than impunity 
for evil deeds committed, it was God who 
offered mercy to man. It was the Father 
who turned In love to Hi# children, the 
ruler who placed love above justice. 
Once a year tho people of Israel should be 
cleansed from their Iniquities aud sinful 
impurities. Once a year should they re­ 
turn with a t>enitenI heart to their God, 
trusting to His clemency. Once a year they 
were to be made understood that whatever 
their past had Iraan, a new leaf was now 
turning over, and a new future was ovran- 
lng before them rn which to amend the past 
conduct. Reading tho Biblical record, and 
comparing it with the historical accounts 
which have survived, and which tell us of 
the celebration of the day of atonement In 
Jerusalem, we may find a great many in- 
termetatiuns for all the ceremonies which 
were transacted by the high priest in the 
temple. 
We mav. so to say, read our own ideas 
into tlie old records, but if we do not at­ 
tempt to read between the lines, but merely 
follow the writer who toil* us of the events, 
we cannot help conceding that, though 
modified, tho ancient ideas xvere still in 
vogue with our ancestors, and had not been 
entirely eliminated. Tho high priest, as the 
recognized mediator between God aud the 
people of Israel, though, on the day of 
atonement, ne confessed in an ardent 
prayer his own guilt aud that of his 
people 
before 
God, 
still 
thought 
it 
proper to appease 
the 
anger of God 
with 
the 
mood 
of 
a 
ram. 
which 
he sprinkled upon several places of the 
sanctum. He still laid his hand upon a 
goat to burden this innocent animal with 
all the sins committed in his realm and 
send it to die in the desert. True, that this 
may have been a symbol for tho idea that 
also tim nation should cast away it* sins, 
but tho multitude expected actually noth­ 
ing less than that they would go unpun­ 
ished a# long as tho wrath of God Could 
descend upou this substituted,victim, ami 
thoy looked with expectancy at the red 
ribbon which was tied to the neck of tho 
animal to see it change into a white color as 
a token ofthedivim* forgiven©®*! 
The day itself was a day of joy and mirth, 
and was celebrated as such. How could it 
be otherwise? Un this dav thev were freod 
from the consequence* of their evil actions, 
On this day. bv some mystic ceremony, 
their sins wore shouldered by some one else; 
on this day 
'I'ti® F rie n d sh ip of Clod 
was regained for them. The Jewish hus­ 
bandman returned to hi* hamlet after this 


festival, full of assurance th at the anger of 
God now being removed he could safely 
hope for a prosperous harvest, Tho trium ­ 
phal procession which followed the high 
priest to bi* home after the successful per­ 
formance of his duties, give# evidence of 
the mirthful and 
oyful character with 
which the day of atonement wa# imbued 
during the time of the second -lowish com­ 
monwealth.

Tho destruction of Jerusalem and ihe dis­ 
persion of israel a ll over tin* globe changed 
ihe chat atter of the day of atonement, A 
new chanter begins now. both in the history 
of Judaism and in the history of this 
festival 
ihe former belief th a'G od m ust 
Ira worshiped through a ceremoUial or 
sacrifices vanishes now more and more 
arn! with ii the b lief that th( sacrifice of 
gnat could atoue for the sin* of Israel, 
although a faint 
rec liectmn 
of 
tilts 
primeval superstition still remained among 
(lie masses in form of a rooster to he killed 
the day previous to the day of atonement, 
The nobler idea became prevalent that 
man must seek th© friendship of God and 
forgr. enc ss of sins through prayers. 
if mysticism 
and 
strange 
tin Jewish 
philosophy had not entered during tills 
period into tin* Jewish system the day of 
atonement might have acquiredsoonertnat 
lefty spiritual sanctity with "in ; h we 
shroud it 
today, but unfortun tely one 
superstitiitinn merely gave room to another. 
Media val Judaism began to people heaven 
with a host of angels and to represent 
God 
a* 
a 
kind 
of 
oriental 
(spot. 
As these orienral kings would once ti 
awhile appeal in public and judge w ith a 
stei n fa '© their sun cots; thus it wa* be* 
l ew d v ould God only o* rein a year a-©en<i 
Hi# glorious throne and pass -augment over 
all Uie nations of earth. On the ©ay of 
atonement, the belief run. w ou'd/fod open 
tho record of every human being, scru- 
tinize it, and after weighing in tin- bai a nee 
both th© good aud evil deeds w every man. 
woman avid child, decree their reward or 
their Duni hment. 
lf it wa# actually tlie case that this day 
" as to decide over life and death, prosper­ 
ity or misfortune: it Wi*s indeed to be 
dreaded, and. in fact, the former joyful day 
WR.* now tut nod into a day of anguish and 
wailing. Y\ bile In ancient tim e < the israel­ 
ite* 
rejoiced on the day of atonement, 
taking with theinaelves 
the 
assurance 
that their mn# were forgiven, they 'P ent 
it now amidst 
prayer# 
and 
lam nta- 
tons, with evil foreboding# that an unre­ 
lenting fate won d now turn their happiness 
into misfortune, their health into sickness, 
their living activity into the stillness of 
death. 'Ihe persecution.* from which they 
suffered for I HOO year# coaid not but foster 
such morbid thoughts, and could not but 
surround the day of atonement with the 
same gloom that uvercas' their who o life 
we enter m w into the latest stay* of Jew ­ 
ish development. A new time ame*, n- w 
thoughts become current, new philosophies 
are brought forih. Through science the 
whole universe assumes, so to say, a new 
asp®, t. rile world grow# larger,and though 
its ends are pushed into the infinitude# hi 
apace, still 
the cosmos become# netter 
known. The forces of nature are discov­ 
ered to be calculable. 
They no longer 
roam about unbridled. Man. finding the 
lnw by which they are governed, outs a 
baiter around their stubborn necks and 
Vinic®* T1»®m H r r r l l c t o H I# W t l h 
tim# doe# he learn to 
understand that 
amotions were not the effect of his sinful­ 
ness. Ile loamed to understand that phys­ 
ical disturbances in the universe stood in no 
connection with his own

moral 
effect 
as 
well as 
e v e r 
pity* 
teal 
cause 
was 
followed 
bv a phys­ 
ical effect. He learned to underst od that 
there was no impunity. Drat " berever man 
sins against nature, i. •.. against God. a full 
punishm ent not only follows but ex en pre­ 
ced e'th e act. as every evil deed contains 
it# penalty, ipso facto He learned to under­ 
stand that no sine uld be atoned for, t «*., 
that the consequence* ( f any evil deed 
committed by us could never be turned 
upon a substitute. The 'c ry word atonem ent 
wa* remoulded und began to stand or some­ 
thing else than it did before. Atonement 
now meant to repent an evil action and to 
undo it. .vs fi r a - it is tows bl®. The concep­ 
tion of God. too. became grander, holier and 
more sublime. Me ( eaved to Ive a de-potieal 
magnet of a small orb. 
He became tho 
great creative force of the infinite universe. 
Tho idea 
which iii ancient lim s wa* 
prevalent that we might obtain impunity 
for out misdeed* th roach come mystic cere­ 
monial. or tim ugh tim sutwtitzution of a 
v ietim to be sacrificed, broke down utterly, 
Iii tlie saute way broke down the medbeval 
belie! that God radge# m ankind on u certain 
day, on tho day of atonement, ami that un­ 
less Hi# mercy it appealed to through tear­ 
ful prayers and excruciating penitence, our 
fat© may take an unpleasant turn for us. 
Bt.ll tlie day of atonement, as such, did 
not lost) a particle of its ' ala e ; on the con* 
trarv, it* importance grew with Hie grow til 
of modern (ieveloptnont. 
Finding that 
there was no impunity (or an evil deed, 
observing that by no subterfuge could wo 
escape Hie penalty or tho consequence 
which follow# every wrong action, wo be­ 
come conscious that we must avoid sin, 
i. e., all conflict with the universal law#, all 
that is in opposition to morality. 
To th© true Israelite who celebrates this 
day in purity ot heart without superstition 
and without hypoer sty. full ot the under­ 
standing of what this day had been and 
what it is to hint—to such im Israelite this 
day is a blessing of inestimable value. 
It purifies 
him of unholy passions, it 
Btreugt’ eiis hon 
for 
the 
battles 
oi 
life, it infuses him with enthusiasm for. his 
duties a* # member of so iety, it encour­ 
ages him to surm ount all the impedimenta 
and hindrance# which obstruct Hie path 
of the virtuous: it makes him one with God, 
it makes him on© with humanity. From 
such a day spent in dignified contemplation 
he

victory. To us the dav of atonem ent is 
bare of gloom; on tim contrary, its tinnier 
joyfulness is restored to it. After faithful 
observance of this day, we leave this plaot

tion : that lie in

A'our own great and 
glorious Peabody, whose beneficence was 
show ered w ith his left hand on th e poor of 
G reat Britain, and w ith his right upon the 
struggling classes 
of

native soil. 
AV here is Peabody num ber two? 
John .lacob Astor, who carne to th is 
country and peddled at»out tho streets of 
New York for a living, was a great m an. in

He never was anything to 
speak of; so that w hile Booth is justly re­ 
garded as tho leading Am erican tragedian. 
the others having died, it cannot be said 
th at the second generation of the Booth 
fam ily is in any m arked degree a reproduc­ 
tion of the fam ous father. Junius Brutus 
Booth, Jr., never was an actor. 
His brother 
Joe never pretended to be. but I believe if 
Jo h n W ilkes Booth had Jived there would 
have been a felicitious illustration of the 
saying quoted 
above:

Joe Jefferson, in m any respects tho lead­ 
ing com edian of the age. has a family.

Sept, 14.—The Y’oung Men’s 
D em ocratic Club filled Cooper U nion’s large 
hall this evening w ith a most intelligent 
body of earnest voters to listen to Demo­ 
cratic speeches from several able orators. 
Not only th at. but there was an overflow 
m eeting outside the ball, winch was ad­ 
dressed by E verett P. W heeler. 
W hen L ittleton P. Garretson, the chair­ 
m an of the evening, had spoken a few 
words, he introduced tho m ain orator of 
the evening, Henry W atterson. 
Tho K entucky w riter and editor stepped 
forward, looking very spick and span in 
bis neat evening dress, and w ith a wicked 
gleam com ing from under bis heavy eye­ 
brows. as though he had som e sharp words 
ready. He stood and w aited for a long 
tim e, till the crowded house had cheered 
its good-will out, and then w aited again 
till tho audience had noisily approved the 
sentim ent shouted out. "H urrah for old 
Blue Grass I” 
Mr. W atterson started at once plum p into 
the subject of his speech, and in three m in­ 
utes was talking tariff in his interesting 
fashion, and was hurling epigram and criti­ 
cism in a rattling, telling fire 
He drew no 
end of applause, and was a t once on the 
best of terras w ith his hearers ly his collo­ 
quial way of treating his subject, and not a 
word was lost by any one of the thousands 
present. He said: 
FELLOW-Dk MOC RATS ANI* FELI-OW-CITI- 
zexh—N ext after boing taxed to death tile 
m ost distressful ami lingering thing which 
can befall a people is to be 
T a lk e d to n e a t h . 
Y'et this seem s to tie just, about w hat is to 
happen to you. and if you were not th e m ost 
am iable and the m ost enduring people on 
the face of the globe it m ight constitute a 
reason why you should lie tem pted to dis- 
miss*both of the two great parties contend­ 
ing tor your favor aud get one on which 
you could rely to do neither. 
But yet. gentlem en, parties are not like 
w earing apparel, to bo put on and off bt 
pleasure, 
lim y are rather like the crutches 
on which th e individual luau, unable under 
our system of suffrage to count for much 
standing alone, m ust lean for support. Aud 
he shall find that no m atter how otten he 
changes those crutches lie shall not increase 
his speed nor m enu his strength, because in 
our country, as a m atter of fact, th e thing 
we call politics rarely represents a m an's 
real preference—w liat he really, actually 
w ants—but is a kind of second best, or as 
we say on the K entucky race course, a 
chance for a place. 
(Laughter.) 
He is 
lucky if ho gets a place. 
I say this in no discouraging mood or cap­ 
tious spirit, but I should be less tru th fu l 
than I should be, less candid than I always 
intend to be. if I contended th a t in the Mills 
bill tho country is getting anything like 
what it ought to have. (Applause.) Y’es. 
gentlem en, anything like w hat it ought to 
have in a revision of the revenue laws and 
the reduction of the war taxes. (Cheers.) 
The Mills bill is not m erely an em inent 
protective measure, but it em braces con­ 
cessions to w hat I believe the unjust de­ 
m ands of certain class interests which as 
original propositions I never would consent 
to. (Applause.) 
If it contains any free trade at all, I haven’t 
been able to find it, though I have gone over 
its provisions fore and aft w ith a spyglass. 
(Laughter ami applause.) 
Objections to it from a free trade stand­ 
point readily occur to me, but w hat the pro­ 
tectionists can find to be the m utter w ith it 
I am wholly unable to define. (Applause.) 
I suspect th at as a m atter of fact it is not so 
m uch the bill itself as w hat are thought to 
he the tendencies of the bill, w hat are 
charged to be th e purposes of those who 
m ade it and who stand back of it. 
I am going to try tonight to put tho 
P la tfo rm s of th e T w o P a r tie s 
on the stand, and let them say how they 
stand upon this great national issue. 
The 
tariff, as you all kuow. is sim ply a tax 
levied by the governm ent upon articles of 
foreign im portation to raise m oney enough 
for its own support. 
We have had high 
tariffs and low tariffs: we have had peace 
tariffs and wrar tariffs. 
The present tariff unites all the bad fea­ 
tures of all the bad tariffs th at have pre­ 
ceded it (applause), because it is a peace 
tariff on a w ar footing. 
F ifty years before Cobden and Peel car­ 
ried their m easure of free trade in E ngland 
the governm ent of tne U nited States, with 
W ashington as president arid H am ilton as 
secretary of the treasury, offered to insti­ 
tute tree trade between England and the 
U nited States, and the offer was rejected by 
England. (Applause.) 
At the very m om ent w hen Mr. Clay gave 
the term Am erican to the system of protec­ 
tion proposed bv him the Eaglish larilT was 
higher than our tariff, and E ngland was a 
greater protectional country 
th an 
tho 
U nited 
States. 
Even 
Mr. Clay asked 
first but for three, and afterw ards but nine 
years, as quite enough to establish our in­ 
fant industries, for whose exclusive benefit 
he contended. 
Up to this present Republican platform 
nobody was ever beard contending for pro­ 
tection for protection’s sake, except to es­ 
tablish infants now GO. 60 and IOO years of 
age. (Applause.) It was not until tile Re­ 
publicans 
were 
this 
year 
reduced to 
their present sirait th at they pretended, 
th a t they dared to propose protection aaa 
principle instead of a policy. .Ynd in doing 
so they w ent contrary to the utterances of 
all the r own statesm en and of their owu 
platlorm s—this one alone excepted. 
Im m ediately following this declaration in 
favor of the American system of protec­ 
tion, I find this—its abandonm ent has al- 
wa>sheen followed by general disaster to 
evorv interest except those of tho usurer 
and the sheriff. 
Why, gentlem en, it never h asb een aban­ 
doned at all. We have bad. as I said a while 
ago. high 
tariffs 
aud 
low tariffs, war 
tariffs 
and 
peace 
tariffs, 
and 
the 
country lias had good tim es and had tim es 
under all of them . But we have never had 
since the beginning of the governm ent any 
tariff th at aid not contain protection, and 
plenty of it. 
There never was such a panic, there never 
was such widespread ruin and disaster as 
the great panic of 1873, though we had the 
w onderful Am erican tariff at th a t tim e full 
lo years. (Applause.) I m ake m ention of 
th a t in connection with the suggestion th at 
we have good and bad tim es under all 
tariffs. 
A tariff is not a universal patent nostrum , 
it is no curo-al), high or low. 
Aud this brings me to th at 
F a n ta s t ic I . b u llit to n 
of m isinform ation, th a t curious receptacle 
of dry bones and dead languages (laughter), 
th at antiquated comic alm anac and last 
chapter in the gospel of m am m on—the 
national Republican platform . 
G entlem en, I have in my tim e had a little 
experience in platform m aking, and I know

BURNED AS A WITCH. 


Mojave Indians Afflicted w ith a Scourge 
—To Stay the Plague a Young Squaw 
is Sacrificed at the Stake. 
S an 
F ra n cisc o, Cal,. Sept. 1 7 .—The 
story comes from Los Angeles of th e burn 
ing of a young squaw l*y Mojavo Indians 
because she was 
accused of piacticing 
w itchcraft. 
The scene of 
the 
torture 
was 
by 
the 
Colorado 
river, 
near 
the 
eastern 
end 
of 
San 
B ernardino 
county. 
For 
the 
past 
tw o 
m onths 
a 
strange 
disease 
ha) 
attacked 
m em bers of the tribe, and at least 20 of the 
tribe have died. 
Its spread a t last becam e 
so alarm ing th at the m em bers of the tribe 
becam e panic-stricken, 
and 
slaughtered 
their dogs and burros as a sacrifice to ap­ 
pease the auger of the G reat F ather. 
This proving of no avail, a council was 
held. Every buck in the tribe was present. 
The m edicine m en sat around a huge pot, 
w hich was lilied w ith herbs, w hile the 
bucks were squatted in a sem i-tflvde some 
distance away. The m edicine m en w atched 
the steam ing of the herbs until the mess 
had 
been 
bollen 
down to a teacupful 
of liquid. Then a m ale pigeon and his m ate 
were taken from a basket and held by the 
m edicine men. w hile the liquid from the 
herbs was poured down their throats. The 
m ale bird, w hen released, flew away. The 
fem ale bird fluttered a few yards and fell 
dead. 
This test determ ined the sex of th e 
witch. 
J lie m edicine m en now seemed 
crazed w ith excitem ent. They leaped to 
their feet and danced,w hile th e bucks sat in 
sullen silence. W hile the m edicine m en were 
in th e m idst of their orgic, they declared 
th a t there w as a witch in the tribe. Each 
bra\ a suspected tho other of harboring the 
witch. 
B ut a final test was to be m ade. W ith 
yells ana im precations the frenzied Beds 
drove their women to the place w here the 
council had bqeu held, and w here the pigeon 
lay dead. The squaws w ere driven in single 
file, w ith the m edicine m en w atching with 
nervous excitem ent the face of each as she 
passed the bird. 
Finally a young squaw stepped out of the 
ranks and was about to pick up the bird, 
w hen th e m edicine m en. w ith loud yells, 
seized Hie girl and pinioned her arm s. Tho 
unfortunate squaw' pleaded piteously for 
her life, but her cries w'ere of no avail. Ttie 
death of the fem ale pigeon was conclusive 
evidence th at a squaw was the witch. 
The first to touch the bird was the fatal 
test of guilt. 
The poor girl, who was but 18 years old. 
was stripped of her clothes, tied to a stake 
and a slow fire built under her. For two 
hours she lingered in aw ful agony, and 
w hile h er death scream s filled the air tho 
braves danced about the fire and the m edi­ 
cine m en m uttered incantations. 
W hen m orning came nothing but the 
hones of the girl and the black em bers of 
tho tire rem ained about ilie stake. 
'Hie disease from w hich so m any of the 
Mo ave braves died is believed to be m alig­ 
n an t typhoid fever.

In Arizona, during the recent storm 44 
persons were drowned, aud $ 200,000 w orth 
of property was destroyed. 
The F ort George Hotel, at Lake George, 
N. Y'., was burned Thursday m orning. The 
property was owned by E. L. Seelye. The 
loss is placed a t $60,000 and insurance at 
$30,000. 
Augusta. Ga., is again a dry city. The 
Savannah river is In its channel, and the 
people are setting actively to work to re­ 
pair the leases. F our bodies were recovered 
yesterday. 
The hop crop of W ashington T erritory is 
very heavy, and is likely to be a bonanza 
this year. The Indians are gathering s the 
hop fields by hundreds to assist in picking 
and securing the crop. 
W hile a wedding party was w aiting for a 
squire to.perform the cerem ony at A lpha­ 
retta. Ga., the groom excused him self and 
fled. The bride proposed to the groom sm an 
on tim spot, aud they were m arried w ithin 
the hour. 
A. H. Norton, who wont to M ontreal from 
Boston two years ago and opened an oil and 
essence store, has "skipped out.” leaving 
num erous creditors behind. Norton, who 
was a widower, also left behind his little 
girl, 4 years of age. 
The M ethodist church a t Nora Springs, 
lo., was struck and burned to tho ground 
on Sept. lo. A stock barn, together w ith a 
largo quantity of hay. grain, m achinery and 
horses was fired in the sam e rn inner aud 
all consumed. A num ber of other barns 
shared the sam e fate. 
C ardinal Gibbons adm its he has such a 
letter as is referred to in the Catholic News 
of New Y'ork. but would deem it discour­ 
teous to publish its contents until he has 
an opportunity to com m unicate it to the 
prelates of the country. 
The President has granted a pardon to 
W illiam I I.Homer, who was convicted rn 
the district of C onnecticut of violating the 
postal laws. His sentence won d have ex ­ 
pired in a few days, and the pardon is solely 
for tile purpose of restoring him to citizen­ 
ship. 
A barn and other farm buildings owned 
by H iram B arrett of South S tratford, Vt., 
were w ith their contents burned on tho 
loth. It is believed th a t the fire was started 
by a spark from a tram p ’* pipe, and th a t 
the tram p perished in the nam es, there 
being indications of th e burning of some 
person in the barn. 
Fire has been running in the woods of 
northern M ichigan for th e last two weeks, 
and several towns and m uch valuable prou- 
erty have been threatened, but so far no 
great injury bas been done. T he ground is 
terribly parched, wells are drying up and 
destruction of life aud property is feared 
unless rain comes soon. 
Bright, new bandannas are plentifully 
displayed at the Capitol in W ashington. In 
the m ain corridor is a placard containing a 
printed copy of an order of the national 
Dem ociatic com m ittee, form ally adopting 
as the national em blem a silk bandanna 
bearing the stars aud stripes in th e centre 
aud a .small Mag in each corner. 
The terrible’drought and th e consequent 
forest fires still continue in Arenac county, 
Mich., and m any of tho panic-stricken in­ 
habitants are getting ready to leave. Sev­ 
eral lum ber cam ps have been destroyed, 
and the dam age to tim ber, both standing 
and lnanutacturod. will be great. T he loss 
is already estim ated at $100,000. 
It is believed th at several Sioux Indians 
are in pursuit of one of th e Indians who is 
aid to have signed the treaty for the open­ 
ing of th e reservation, and who is said to 
have left the reservation several days ago. 
'Hie Indians stated th a t they, would never 
sign the treaty, and th a t those who would 
sign would receive pretty severe treatm ent. 
These Indians are followers and adm irers of 
Sitting Bull. 
Jacobs Sc Proctor's G rand Opera House 
and adjoining property at ‘Syracuse, N. Y.. 
were destroyed by fire at 3 o’clock T h u rs­ 
day m orning. Loss about $250,000. The 
burned block extended from E ast Genesee 
to E ast F ayette streets. The th eatre was 
h eated on the second floor, and the lire 
broke out on the stage, m aking its way 
th e ugh the roof. A num ber of fam ilies 
lived in the upper floors, and some of them 
wi re gotten out w ith difficulty. 
The steam ship E dith Godden. which ar­ 
rived at New Y'ork W ednesday, encoun­ 
tered a terrific hurricane on the afternoon 
of Sept. 3. Heavy seas sw ept over the ship's 
decks, tearing the hatch covers into ribbons 
and sweeping away the deck bouses and 
railings. Her lifeboats and sails w ere car­ 
ried away. Shortly after the hurricane the 
steam ship passed a quantity of wreckage, 
including the bulw arks of a vessel. Two 
days later a vessel’s deck aud wheelhouse 
were sighted. 
The forest fires which have been raging 
at various points along tho bay shore, north 
and northeast of Bay City. Mich., are not 
being subdued. The fires are absolutely be­ 
yond control, and the gravest results are to 
be feared. Arenac countv is particularly a 
heavy sufferer. 
West of Standish two fam ­ 
ilies are reported as probably perished as 
a t the last accounts they were surrounded 
by fires. In the Tawas section the fires are 
still sw eeping on. and solid sections of pine 
are going down like wax. 
Tho attention of the Canadian govern­ 
m ent has been called 
to the 
illegal 
action of the Am erican tug. engaged in tow- 
ing vessels and rafts betw een Grand Menan, 
N. B„ and Eastport, -Me. It is understood 
th a t instructions have been issued tor her 
seizure if the practice is not at once term i­ 
nated. Perm ission was yesterday given by 
the m inister of m arine to enable the A m eri­ 
can fishing vessel Gifford to sell her cargo 
of fresh halibut at H alifax, she having put 
in at th a t port for repairs. 
.A terrific explosion occurred at the m ill 
ol the N ational M illing Com pany on Mer- 
wiu street, Cleveland, I)., early S aturday 
m orning. The mill took fire and was de­ 
stroyed, entailing a loss of $125,000, on 
w hich there was an insurance of $75,000. 
T here wore 18 persons in the m ill at the 
tim e of the explosion. One, Peter Geirm an, 
perished in the llamas. Four others—Joe 
Carnuel. W illiam Straw , Sterling Barber 
and John B lake- were fatally injured. Six 
m en escaped w ithout injury. Seven others 
are unaccounted for. and it is thought at 
least three of them are dead in the ruins. 
The Baltim ore Sc Ohio north-bound pas­ 
senger train was derailed by a sw itch at 
A ukeytow n siding, 25 m iles south of Mans 
field, O., Thursday m orning, aud collided 
w ith a freight train. The tw o coaches con­ 
tained H o passengers, nearly all returning 
from the encam pm ent at Columbus. The 
hot w ater and steam from the boiler poured 
into the coaches, and th e passengers who 
had not been h u rt by broken tim bers were 
scalded. Tile passengers who were not beld 
down by tim bers craw led out of the w in­ 
dows, aud by the tim e the doctors reached 
th e spot all out four or five were out of tho 
broken coaches. 
A novel race took place Thursday, be­ 
tw een a horse and a bicycle from Silver 
City, N. M., to D enver—50 miles. 
The 
course was over a rough m ountain road and 
long stretches of sand. 
The wager was 
$200 and GO head of cattle a side. Kennedy, 
a professional bicyclist, from Denver, Col., 
w ho holds the all-round cham pionship of 
th e S tate of Colorado, rode the bicycle. 
The course was decidedly in favor of the 
horse, as the bicycle could not m ake any 
tim e in the sand. They started from Silver 
City at 6 a. rn. The horse won the race. 
Tim e. 3 hours 40 m inutes, The bicycle 
tim e w as 4 hours 
5o m inutes. 
About 
$ 10,000 changed hands in this city. 
A disaster is reported on the Saginaw, 
Tuscola Sc H uron railroad, resulting from 
forest fires, Au express train, lo m iles from 
E ast Saginaw, w hile running at a speed of 
20 m iles an hour, ran on a piece of track 
beneath w hich%ttie ties nad burned. The 
engine, express and baggage cars and two 
coaches turned over in the ditch. The en­ 
gineer, firem an and express m essenger were 
throw n L oin the wreck and escaped w ith 
bruises and burns. The fire on tho track 
im m ediately com m unicated to the coaches. 
and the passengers and crew barely had 
tim e to run through the train and escape 
by the rear coaches before every particle of 
woodwonk in the train was burned. 
The barbed wire m anufacturers held 
secret m eeting at Chicago on Thursday. It 
was stated th at no conclusion was reached, 
but th a t the situation, which all agreed 
w astteplorabie, was thoroughly canvassed, 
aud those present expressed them selves as 
well satisfied w ith tho conference.
